The San Marino 


The San Marino Collection was formed over 30 
years by a Southern California numismatist. He 
started at the age of 8 collecting the remnants of sil- 
ver coins which were then disappearing from circu- 
lation from nearby his San Marino home. Soon he 
advanced into type coin collecting, and obtained his 
first bust dollar in 1971 at the age of 12. With that 
special gift came a copy of Milferd H. Bolender's 
"The United States Early Silver Dollars from 1794 
to 1803". Soon he was hooked on varieties, and by 
1973 attended Superior's Gilhousen Sale, purchas- 
ing the 1797 9X7 stars, small letters included in this 


sale. His collection grew as family finances allowed. 


Little did he know that Milferd Bolender also lived 
in San Marino at that the same time, although their 
paths never crossed. Bolender died in 1977, the year 
our consignor graduated from San Marino High 
School. During the following decades, our consign- 
or attended most of the ANA shows and dozens of 
coin auctions where he carefully selected coins for 
his collection. 


Collection 


The primary focus of the San Marino collection has 
always been rarity and quality. In recent years many 
coins were upgraded and duplicate specimens were 
sold. Core rarities were always the primary pursuit, 
while the more common die marriages were often 
left for a later time. Extreme die states were also a 
major focus of this collection, and research will con- 
tinue in that area as the consignor is working with 
Q. David Bowers and Mark Borckardt on a revision 
of the Bust Dollar section of their superb 
Encyclopedia. 


Recently, with the birth of his baby daughter our 
consignor felt it was time to move on and sell most 
of his collection. 


Far and away the most enjoyable part of forming 
this collection has been the friends made along the 
way. The bond felt between numismatic rivals tran- 
scends the pursuit of die marriages, and the greatest 
blessing has been sharing the joys and trials of our 
family lives.

The First Red Book 


R. S. Yeoman. 4 Guide Book of United States Coins. The first year and first printing of this most famous and highly collectible important 
numismatic reference work. After years of dominance in the market, Wayte Raymond's Standard Catalogue of United States Coins finally 
faced it's first challenge in mid 1946 when this book was published and distributed. Within a short time, Yeoman's little Guide Book soon dom- 
inated the market, and as coins enjoyed thousands of new collectors in the post war era, the little "red book" sold very well. In fact, the first year 
of 1947 sales were so strong that a second printing was ordered later in the year. While many collectors have several editions of this popular 
reference, very few have ever seen, much less owned, this first edition. Truly, this little books popularity shocked even Yeoman himself, as he 
described personally to this cataloger in 1986 at the Atlanta ANA. Demand continued to grow year by year, and the little Red Book, as it is now 
known, is a staple of virtually all United States coin collectors each year. This copy grades AU-50 in coin terminology, with excellent covers 
and strong gold embossing even on the spine, which is normally faded away on these early editions. An opportunity for the collector to pur- 
chase the "First" Guide Book edition.

High Grade 1616 Sommer Islands Shilling 


ENLARGEMENT 


¢.1616 Sommer Islands (Bermuda) Shilling, small sail. PCGS graded EF-40. One of the classic rarities of the colonial series, only a 
few were known before the advent of metal detectors located several more in the Bermuda Islands. These were struck at the authorization 
of the Governor Daniel Tucker who was in office for just two years, 1616 to 1618. It is not known who made them, but they were struck 
using the ancient hammer method. The planchets were thin and seldom round, and silvered lightly to simulate value. Curiously the silver- 
ing caused the coins to rapidly corrode, and hence virtually none are known with smooth surfaces or much more than a trace of the original 
silvering. In particular we note this example is dark brown in color, with a fairly sharp strike. More or less round and well preserved, there 
are the usual areas of corrosion, but less so than on many others of this issue. 


The Sommer Islands were named for Sir George Sommers (or Summers or Somers, all spellings recur) who ended up in the Bermuda 
Islands during a hurricane which forced his ship the Sea Adventure to seek shelter for repairs in 1609. Sommers left the Islands after the 
ships were repaired and returned to England, leaving a few sturdy men behind to claim the Islands for England. Those left behind were 
memorialized in Shakespeare's The Tempest with its allusion to the Islands. Meanwhile, Sommers returned to the Bermuda Islands the next 
year to bring provisions back to England, however Sommers died while in Bermuda. Thus the Islands were renamed from the Bermuda 
Islands (also Hogge Islands for the wild pigs on the Island which arrived via a shipwreck in 1532) to the Sommers Islands. In time, the 
name reverted back to the Bermuda Islands. 


The coins depict the wild hog or boar, so many of which were found on the Island, and the reverse likely shows Sommer's flagship. Despite 
the numbers found in recent years, PCGS has graded a scant 3 so far, one in grades of VG-VF, and two as EF-40, with none higher! Most 
of those which have been located in the sands of Bermuda are in far worse shape than seen here, and many are corroded nearly beyond rec- 
ognition. For many years only 2 were known (Crosby) and it wasn't until more recent times that a few dozen have been unearthed. If you 
demand a relatively attractive example of this rare coin, then bid accordingly as these rarities only turn up when major collections cross the 
block.

Oak Tree Twopence 1662, N-31, Cr-1-A3, R-6. 8.6 
grains. PCGS graded AU-53. This coin was struck on a 
nicely round, but rough planchet. Toned a medium gray 
color, and well balanced. The date is weak on the reverse 
due to the die state, which shows the expected crack at the 
top of the 2 to the A in ENGLAND. On balance, the coin 
is well struck, but trace weakness can be found on some 
letters and on the lower portion of the oak tree. Rare and 
seldom offered, the Twopence is desired by type and vari- 
ety specialists. Struck on a light planchet, but still within 
the expected range for these. The surfaces are without 
handling problems, aside from the roughness noted in the 
fields. The exact die state is difficult to determine because 
of the roughness. PCGS has graded 8 as such, with just 10 
graded higher.

Lovely Oak Tree Sixpence 1652 


Oak Tree Sixpence 1652, N-20, Cr. la-D. PCGS graded 
EF-45. Antique silvery gray in color with the familiar "S" 
shaped bend from the rocker press on which they were 
struck, on this particular one the crease is through the 
lower left of the obverse. The planchet is slightly elon- 
gated being taller than it is wide. Well struck and with 
very nice surfaces for the issue. One thin line is noted on 
the upper right of the tree and this may be remnants of an 
undertype or possibly a minor split in the planchet. 


The source of the silver for these early coins was Spanish 
coinage, which had enriched Spain for several genera- 
tions. The Spanish silver was melted down and purified up 
to acceptable levels for sterling, then rolled into strips for 
planchets. These 1652 coins represent some of the most 
important and collectible of the entire Spectrum of colo- 
nial coinage.

Oak Tree Shilling 1652, Noe 1, Crosby 9-H. 70.4 
grains. PCGS graded EF-45. An important example of 
this rare issue which boasts a clean planchet and well 
struck devices. The surfaces show scattered handling 
including some ancient pin scratches on the upper right of 
the obverse, and another scrape on the reverse on the L of 
ENGLAND. Pleasing antique silver toning on both sides 
adds to the appeal. The planchet is fairly round, and the 
strike is well centered with only the tops of a few of the 
peripheral letters run to the edge. 


Thought to have been the first of the oak trees struck on 
the rocker dies, these are usually found and well rounded 
planchets and much better than average strikes, as seen 
here. As a type coin, this example would make an ideal 
purchase, as many other varieties are not only much rarer 
and more costly, but tend to come with more challenging 
planchets and weaker strikes. An impressive coin for the 
colonial specialist.

1652 Oak Tree Shilling, Noe-3, R-6. Fine-12. A rare example 
for the specialist, this one has a larger but typically placed 
planchet crack on the lower left obverse. The "S" shape to the 
planchet resulted in uneven wear and we note the planchet is 
uniformly clipped and thus a bit smaller than others seen for 
this variety. The central oak tree is well struck, but the tops and 
bottoms are worn away by the uneven planchet. Toned a 
medium to dark antique silver color, and pleasing despite the 
planchet fissure and wear. An important offering for the die 
variety specialist, and an excellent study coin for an advanced 
collection.

The lower right obverse is sharp, while the upper 
left obverse is weak on some of the lettering, which is slightly 
off center. As to the surfaces, we note the usual trivial ticks 
and handling marks from brief circulation, and a small rim dis- 
trubance on the lower right obverse. The reverse boasts a well 
centered and balanced strike, with all lettering clear to the 
unaided eye.

When coinage began of this die 
pairing, the dies were not properly aligned, and most were 
struck with the obverse well off center, eventually the coiners 
adjusted the dies so they were aligned properly (Noe-33a). 
This particular specimen is very sharply struck on the reverse, 
and boasts a light silvery gray color enhanced by darker flecks 
near the devices.

Weakly struck on the central obverse but all the device out- 
lines are present. One very minor mark is noted on face, from the back of the nose to the hair, but a strong glass is needed to find it. No 
other surface problems worthy of note and this coin is far above average in surface quality, even for this grade.

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Magnificent AU Lord Baltimore Maryland Shilling

17 Maryland Shilling, Lord Baltimore. Dies 1-A, R-6. PCGS graded AU-55. One of the classic rarities of the Colonial issues, the Lord 
Baltimore shilling elicits collector excitement whenever they are offered. On this particular specimen we note the planchet is of good qual- 
ity, and the color is a natural lilac silvery gray. The strike is typical for the issue, with the weakness in the hair on Lord Calvert, and the 
familiar die injury (clashing?) on the reverse below II in the denomination. Close scrutiny will note a thin line like mark from the lower rim 
into the bust of Lord Baltimore, and a similar and thinner line from the rim into the D of DNS, and we suspect that this coin may have been 
struck three or more times, the first two strikes off-center, with these trace lines (from the edge of the previous off center-strikes) remaining 
as evidence. Corresponding planchet lines are present on the reverse. A great rarity, and we note that PCGS has graded only 3 of these Lord 
Baltimore shillings as AU-55, with 1 higher as AU-58 and one at the top at MS-61 out of a grand total of 24 graded in all grades listed. 
Breen estimates the entire mintage at 20,000 pieces, virtually all of which have long since disappeared. They were struck in London, prob- 
ably at the Tower Mint. 


George Calvert was a member of the first London C ompany, established by Royal Charter in 1606, and settled in Virginia. Rising to prom- 
inence, Calvert asked for and received a new Royal Charter which was granted in 1632 to establish a trading community in what later 
became Maryland. The Royal Charter authorized Mr. Calvert to assume stewardship of approximately 10 million acres, on which Calvert 
was to establish a community called "Avalon", in order to purchase furs and dried fish for resale to England. As the Royal Charter was 
being prepared, George Calvert died, so the Charter passed to his son, Cecil Calvert, and formal assumption papers were adapted by June 
20, 1632. Although authority for coinage was not mentioned, Cecil Calvert assumed this privilege was included, as this privilege was 
included in the similar 1606 Virginia Grant. 


The colonists that braved the sea voyage grew tobacco, and naturally tobacco became the primary medium of exchange. As more and more 
acreage was planted, and the population grew, tobacco's purchasing power fell relative to other needed goods and services. Curiously, rents 
were fixed by contract and payable in tobacco, which was advantageous for renters, but prices of other needed goods (food, gunpowder and 
imported wares) soared when purchased with the deflated and abundant tobacco. C omplaints were loud and frequent, and something had to 
be done. The situation got out of control by 1650, and Cecil Calvert, the Second Lord Baltimore, had to actually sell his own cattle in order 
pay the colony's soldiers wages in order to avert a mutiny (Crosby P. 124, or Breen's Encyclopedia P. 18). By 1658 Calvert decided to exer- 
cise his assumed power to coin money. The local colonial assembly passed the necessary legislation, and soon the new coins arrived from 
London and could be used to pay all rents, arrears, taxes, duties and other obligations, and even allowed for the punishment of counterfeit- 
ers. 


Denominations of shillings, sixpence, four pence and penny were ordered and struck in London during 1658/9. The eyebrows of The 
Clerke of Irons in the Tower, Richard (Thomas?) Pight were raised and he obtained a warrant for Calvert's arrest on October 4, 1659.The 
charge was for exporting silver and the denominations and weights of the coins were at issue. Calvert answered questions posed by the 
Committee of the Council for Plantations and the Committee passed legislation which allowed the coinage and kept Calvert out of hot 
water. 


The coins eventually turned up in Baltimore by 1662 after the legal problems were settled, and local legislation was then passed forcing all 
householders and freemen to exchange 60 pounds of tobacco for 10 shillings in the new coins. The population at the time of such house- 
holders and freeman is estimated to be 5,500 persons, and thus Breen has extrapolated mintages of these coins. The coins circulated for a 
time, but within a few decades had vanished, with the local Baltimore citizens reverting to the barter system again, using not only tobacco, 


but even hemp or Cannibus Sativa (marijuana) was officially allowed as legal tender at the rate of sixpence per pound payable on any debt! 


Early silver in the American colonies is quite rare, most coinages were of copper by the various states and other cast offs from England, 
Ireland and France. Here is one of the finest of these rare and desirable Lord Baltimore shillings to survive. Better than the examples 
offered in Picker, Robison, Eliasberg or Roper. An opportunity of great importance for the colonial specialist.

This is currently the finest graded by PCGS of this important colonial issue, and truly 
of exceptional quality. The color is a perfect chocolate brown and the planchet choice and well preserved. On the crown traces of the original 
brass splash can still be seen, as well as a few tiny corrosion spots in that area. Sharply struck for the issue, and well centered too. We note that 
PCGS has graded 13 examples of this coin in grades from VG to VF, and this single example as EF-40, with none higher. 


Originally intended for the Irish, the coins were rejected there for political reasons, and soon made their way to the American colonies, where 
small change was in great need. Most circulated to much lower grades than seen here.

St. Patrick Silver "Farthing". PCGS graded AU-S55. A rare silver example of this important Colonial issue, the surfaces are pleasing 
and smooth save for some minute granularity at the centers, probably as struck. No handling marks worthy of note, and this is likely one of 
the finest examples extant in silver. One minor toning streak through the harp to the King, otherwise a dark silvery gray color. Fairly well 
struck, with some details on the obverse face, less so on the reverse. These coins are notorious for their weak strikes, and the Garrett collec- 
tion contained the only finer examples. PCGS has graded only 2 this high, with none graded higher in silver, of a total of just 8 examples 
graded. A foremost rarity in top grade, and worthy of the finest collection. 


This is a regular die issue but was struck in silver, known as an "off metal striking". These St. Patrick or Newbie's coppers were struck in 
the Tower Mint in London around 1641-42. The Catholic troops of Charles I had to be paid, and once the Long Parliament seized the 
Tower Mint, these coins were used to pay the loyalist troops fighting Cromwell's Protestant forces in the Ulster Rebellion. The tide turned 
against the King, and soon Cromwell was in charge, and the new ruling Protestants suppressed everything Catholic, such as these coins. 
The St. Patrick coins went into hiding. Next these coins appeared in Catholic Ireland and the Isle of Man, where they circulated until they 
were declared uncurrent in 1679. Mark Newbie, a Quaker, moved to Ireland and bought up a great many of these coins knowing that small 
change would be a valuable commodity in America, where he was planning to join fellow Quakers in 1681. Newbie used his considerable 
political influence to have these coins made legal tender, forcing their acceptance by the populace. Newbie died a year after his arrival in 
the Colonies, but his coins continued to circulate for many generations to come.

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Rare Mint State American Plantation Token 


(1688) James II Plantation Token tin farthing. PCGS graded MS-62. These were struck for circulation in the New England and New 
York areas, which at the time of issue (around 1688), were plantation colonies of England. They were coined at the Tower Mint in London, 
using at least six obverse dies and seven reverse dies. Coinage weights were uncertain, but evidently these were struck at 50 to the pound, 
and worth the stated value of 1/24 of a Spanish Real. Later they were changed into "Proclamation Money" where they were worth 1% Far- 
things, and often circulated at double face value in the Colonies. All examples are rare, and most show the familiar "tin pesting" as seen 
here, despite being of mint state quality. PCGS has graded only 6 coins this high, and none higher, making this as nice as these are ever 
found. An important, and rare colonial issue for the specialist. 


The Plantation Token came about because of the tin price collapse in England during the period of 1679-80 (Breen). Although tin had been 
discovered and used since antiquity, being useful in making bronze, the idea of using tin for coinage had not been employed. This is 
because of the fact that tin turns into dust when exposed to extreme cold almost instantly, more slowly at normal temperatures, with evi- 
dence of tin pesting a by product of time and exposure to the elements. Nevertheless, the tin mine owners of Cornwall and Devonshire had 
a crisis, their tin mines were virtually worthless, and something had to be done with all that tin. What better solution than convincing the 
royal authorities under James II to coin the tin into money? Now the tin miners would have a steady source to sell their tin production to at 
higher prices than ever. Thus the Tower Mint began producing tin farthings and half pence for British domestic circulation from 1684-92. 
King James II's secretary Henry Guy then hatched the idea of making tin coins for the American Plantations, as the Colonies were known 
at that time, unless the Tower Mint had any objections. Apparently no objections were voiced, and soon the Tower Mint was coining these 
1/24th Real coins for export. Literally within a few weeks of these being struck., James II was ousted during the "Glorious Revolution" 
which interrupted coinage. Analysis shows these coins to be 97.5% pure tin, which accounts for the always rough surfaces seen today. A 
London coin dealer named Matthew Young obtained two pairs of dies from these and restruck several in tin around 1828, these restrikes 
display a die crack in the right obverse field, and are nearly as rare as the originals, and also suffer from the same tin pesting as seen here. 
This particular coin is an original example, and shows no trace of the obverse die break.

1723 Hibernia Farthing. Silver pattern. PCGS graded MS-65. Brilliant, prooflike surfaces with brighter silver devices offset by darker 
gold toning atop the mirror fields. A few flecks of blue near some of the lettering and devices are noted. Medallic in strike, with no signs of 
weakness even on the highest devices, each of which retains minute details. Examination will locate trivial handling ticks, but not enough 
to keep this from the gem class, and this may be the finest known example of this important pattern issue. It is the finest graded by PCGS, 
and alone as the only MS-65 graded. As to the variety, note the usual small die crack from the tip of the bust into the rim below, and DE are 
well clear of the head, while I touches. Nearly identical to the Norweb coin (Bowers & Merena, 11/15/88:3447) but this apparently a differ- 
ent coin as the toning and surfaces don't match up to the photo of the Norweb. A small hoard of these turned up in England in 1971, but 
many great collections still lack an example. While PCGS considers the silver coins of this issue to be mint state, they have traditionally 
been called "proof" for the past several generations. Regardless of the terminology, this is a beautiful coin worthy of the finest collection in 
the land. 


There is an intriguing story behind the Hibernia coinage. King George I signed a Royal Patent on June 16, 1722. authorizing William Wood 
to coin copper halfpence and farthings for Ireland (this is the same William Wood who also received a patent for coinage of Rosa Ameri- 
cana coinage a few weeks later). However, the King's mistress, Ehrengarde Melusina, Dutchess of Munster and Kendal and commonly 
referred to as "The Maypole" stole this document (and the patent for the Rosa Americana coinage) as soon as the King signed and sealed it, 
then the Maypole ransomed each document to Wood for £10,000 (equal to over $500,000 today). 


Wood paid the ransom to the King's Whore, then struck coins in earnest. Upon the coins unexpected arrival in Ireland, both houses of the 
Irish Parliament took the lightweight halfpence and farthing as insults. The old standard of 46 halfpence to the pound had been changed to 
60 to the pound under Wood's Royal Patent. Thus, the Irish Parliament petitioned the Crown to revoke the authorization, not only because 
of the lightweight coins, but also because of the shenanigan of the Maypole in the affair. Wood himself added fuel to the blazing fire by let- 
ting his thoughts be known in the October 8, 1723 issue of the Flying Post. Thereafter, no Irish person would accept the coins, and they did 
not circulate. All this excitement caught the eye of Jonathan Swift (author of Gulliver's Travels and other books) who began a systematic 
smear campaign against Wood (Breen). Wood continued the fight, saying he would "cram his brass down their throats", to which followed 
accusations of bribery, debasement and fraud against the people of Ireland. 


The battle to force his coinage on the people of Ireland was lost, and Wood resigned his patent in 1725. The invisible hand of commerce 
then acted, and speculators bought up the coins for close to bullion value, and shipped them to the American Colonies where copper coin- 


age was greatly needed, and they circulated here for generations to come. Color photo on plate 1.

Few 
were saved in high grades, and we note that PCGS reports only 
3 graded this high, with a single coin graded higher of this 
variety. 


Originally intended for circulation in Ireland, the shifting 
political winds and subsequent scandals kept the Wood's 
Hibernia coinage from circulating there, in time these ended 
up in casks destined for the Colonies in America, where good 
copper coin was always in demand, regardless of the political 
messages or scandals associated with a particular issue. Color 
photo on plate 1.

A delightful example that boasts 
full original mint red! Splendid surfaces throughout, with an 
excellent strike and a very clean planchet. Both sides have just 
a couple of very trivial specks, but they are microscopic and 
not at all distracting. PCGS has graded 18 this high, with just 
one coin graded a notch higher in Red. Almost certainly from 
a keg that was found in Richmond, Virginia just prior to the 
Civil War. The hoard ended up in the hands of Col. Mendes I. 
Cohen of Baltimore, and eventually the keg was sold piece- 
meal until Wayte Raymond purchased the remaining 2,200 or 
So pieces in 1929. The hoard was uncirculated, and most were 
mint red but spotted or stained. An exciting coin to view and 
no doubt own, as rich in history as it is in color. 


The Virginia colony had the only royal authorization for coin- 
age (since 1609). However, no one ever bothered making 
coins, and tobacco was the standard medium of exchange 
along with various local and non local coinage imports. 
Finally, on May 20, 1773 the Virginia Assembly passed legis- 
lation authorizing the Tower Mint in London to coin halfpence 
pursuant to the royal authorization. Soon five tons of halfpen- 
nys arrived in Richmond, where the local Treasurer, Robert C. 
Nicholas, in classic bureaucratic fashion, decided not to 
release them pending the receipt of a Royal Proclamation 
authorizing him to do so (Breen). A year later, when the 
desired Royal Proclamation did arrive the Revolution was 
about to erupt. Coins of all types were hoarded, fearing the 
worst. As the war dragged on, many Virginia halfpennys were 
spent, and they have turned up in various archeological sites in 
circulated grades. Color photo on plate 1.

ULI". PCGS graded MS-64 Brown. Perhaps the very 
finest known of the issue, this coin boasts not only a bold 
strike but also very pleasing color and surfaces. Better 
than the Garrett or Norweb examples, as well as the Roper 
EF (lot 159) which wasn't photographed in that sale. 
PCGS has graded one as high as MS-62, and above only 
this specimen as a near gem MS-64. The dies show minor 
roughness at the centers, particularly on the reverse. 
Struck on a very nice planchet, and well enough preserved 
to retain a trace of mint red near the lettering and devices. 
A simply magnificent example of this popular variety and 
one of the highlights of this specialized collection. 


The VOOE error appears to be an engraving mistake, the 
"C" was first engraved upside down perhaps rather than a 
"die break" as noted in most prior offerings of this variety. 
If one studies the width and proportion of the additional 
area which closes the "C", it appears to be that type of 
error rather than any sort of die break. 


These were thought to have been coined in Ireland, and 
intended for circulation there, but ended up circulating 
along the eastern shores of America after speculators 
bought them up and shipped them to these shores. Color 
photo on plate 1.

The legends and devices have minor verdigris 
from brief circulation, and this gives the coin an enhanced def- 
inition and medallic appearance. Excellent surfaces that show 
only trivial signs of handling or circulation, and we feel that 
most collectors will love this coin for its color and surfaces. 
The engraving error of VOOE instead of VOCE is quite clear, 
and quickly identifies this particular variety. It appears the C 
was engraved backwards, or engraved over an errant "O", as 
the serif of the C is plain in the location where it belongs. 
PCGS has only graded 3 above this one, two of which are in 
mint state. A rare and desirable issue this nice.

1766 Pitt Token Halfpenny. PCGS graded MS-64 Brown. Glowing brown luster throughout, with no troubling spots or similar signs 
of age. The strike is typical on the obverse, with most of Pitt's curls bold, the reverse has minor weakness on the ships portholes, but most 
are present. A hint of streaky brown color on the obverse, while the reverse boasts an even and lovely brown color. We do note however, 
three faint scratches in the right obverse field, and another through the word STAMPS on the obverse. Certainly one of the finest of these 
important historical tokens, PCGS has graded only 2 this high, with a single coin graded higher. Most are found in much lower circulated 
grades, and just have few have been located in mint state. Nicer than examples in the Roper, Picker, Robison and Norweb collections, and 
as nice as the Garrett example. Struck slightly off center on the reverse, with the tops of the letters FRIENDS missing, as usually seen. 


The Pitt token commemorates one of the most historic events that soon led to the American Revolution. King George III's Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, George Grenville, introduced the Stamp Act in Parliament in early 1765, where it passed without debate, in order to help 
pay for French and Indian Wars. Parliament was simply extending the British system of stamp duties to the American colonies. Neither 
Grenville nor his advisors had any idea that the Stamp Act would generate any opposition from the colonies in American (Breen). 


Nevertheless, the Stamp Act included several provisions which the colonists saw as a threat. For instance, the Act required the purchase 
of tax stamps for every sheet of paper or parchment, hence every newspaper, broadside, almanac or like publication had to pay the tax or 
would be considered contraband. This implied the royal authorities were trying to tax local publications out of business, an attack on the 
freedom of the press! 


As soon as copies of the Stamp Act arrived in New York by August of 1765, colonial assemblies started protesting. In Massachusetts, the 
radical Sons Of Liberty formed in secret to organize resistance, likewise in New York where the locals formed the Friends of Liberty and 
Trade club. Soon a Stamp Act Congress was called, and they met on October 7, 1765, with representatives from all 13 colonies, to coor- 
dinate action. Its major resolution declared that the Stamp Act and the related measures extended "the jurisdiction of the Courts of Admi- 
ralty beyond its ancient limits" and that Parliament had "a manifest tendency to subvert the Rights and Liberties of Colonists." The 
congress further resolved that "it is inseparably essential to the Freedom of a People, and the undoubted rights of Englishmen, that no 
taxes be imposed on them but with their own consent, given personally or by their representatives," and that the colonists "are not, and 
from their local circumstances cannot be, represented in the House of Commons." (Breen). 


Soon the opposition to the Stamp Act was so great that the costs of enforcing it exceeded the meager income gained. Loyalists who used 
the hated stamps were boycotted, or even worse, some witnessed their houses burned to the ground. Many in Parliament were outraged, 
with such treasonous behavior rampant in the colonies, until Sir William Pitt, the most popular statesman in England and known as the 
"Great Commoner," defended the rebellious colonists and their opposition to the Stamp Act. Pitt spoke to Parliament in January of 1766 
and stated "as subjects they are entitled to the common right of representation, and cannot be bound to pay taxes without their consent," 
and even demanded the repeal of the hated Act, which followed on March 18, 1766. So disgusted was King George III, that he dismissed 
his Chancellor of the Exchequer Grenville over the debacle. 


Naturally, the colonists hailed Pitt as their Defender of Liberty, and various coins and medals were struck in his honor. The local New 
York group known as the Friends of Liberty and Trade had gunsmith James Smither engrave and issue this token, allegedly using 
sketches from Paul Revere, and they are thought to have been struck in either New York or Philadelphia. 


One of the highlights of the Norris collection, and certain to be highly prized for generations to come. Color photo on plate 1.

We have 
a delightful selection of Pitt tokens in this sale in various 
grades. These are truly rare items and collectors would do well 
to secure one of these for their collections from this sale. The 
strike on this example is sharp, and we note only a single port- 
hole is weak on the ship, with all rigging and other details 
clear. Perfect medium brown in color and with very nice sur- 
faces throughout, and no spots or signs of corrosion to be 
found anywhere.

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One of the Finest Rhode Island Ship Medals With Wreath in Pewter 


ENLARGEMENT 


(c. 1779) Rhode Island Ship Medal, with wreath. Breen-1142. Betts-563. PCGS graded MS-64. One of the very finest known speci- 
mens of this rare issue, with two seen this high at PCGS, and none higher out of a total of 7 graded by that service. The surfaces are simply 
amazing for this issue, often these are found with corrosion (see below), not so here, the surfaces are mint fresh and well preserved. As to 
the strike, we note full details on even the tiny flags atop the ships masts, and just trace weakness on the central ship portholes perhaps 
caused by die failure as this is a late obverse die state. The reverse is boldly struck, and the color is a steel lustrous gray throughout. We do 
note a minor die crack through the upper right above the ship, and a die lump on the rigging of the foremast. Much better than the specimen 
offered in Roper, Robison, Garrett, Norweb and others, and long known to be represented by just a few known struck in pewter. Of those 
listed in the census below, most seem to be of this die pairing. 


One side of the token depicts Conanicut Island, with rows of American and French soldiers marching with weapons towards small boats 
offshore to the right, while Howe's 3 menacing triple masted ships lie just offshore, with the legend loosely translated "Americans fleeing 
Rhode Island August 1778" while the obverse (ship side) shows a proud 3 masted ship (Howe's) with its sails furled but flags flying 
proudly and the legend surrounding something like "Admiral Howe's flagship, 1779, " but importantly the word "vlugtende" (fleeing) has 
been removed below the ship on the die (the die was reannealed and a wreath was placed below the ship). Breen does not note if these coins 
have been punch matched to any other known coiners, and the engraver, mint and designer remain to be discovered. 


Why these satirical coins were struck remains a mystery, Breen deciphered the legends in the historical context to refer to Conanicut Island 
in Narragansett Bay west of Newport. Loosely translated, the legends state "The American's had to run away in 1778, now there goes Adm. 
Howe the same way in 1779". Admiral Richard Howe and Henry Clinton of Great Britain were in Colonial America to stop the rebelling 
American's, and these two leaders nearly had it out with Colonial and French troops off Conanicut Island. However, a storm came up as the 
two navy's jockeyed for position, and both sides retreated, leaving the battle for later. Howe retook Conanicut Island in August of 1778. 
Fifteen months later, the battles had turned, and Howe retreated from Conanicut island in a hurry leaving it for the American and French 
forces. On a few examples the word "vlugtende" is below the ship, which means "fleeing" (referring to Howe), and apparently the coiners 
feared reprisals for memorializing his retreat in such an insulting manner, so the dies were changed to remove the offending word, and a 
politically acceptable wreath was put in its place. Color photo on plate 1.

39 1783 Chalmers Shilling. Birds, short worm, Breen-1011. PCGS graded EF-40 "Short Worm". A rare silver colonial issue, this one 
from the state of Maryland. No official authorization exists for the coinage, but similarly no law prevented Capt. John Chalmers from mak- 
ing these coins of honest weight and fineness. The surfaces of this coin are particularly pleasing, toned with darker gray in the fields, and 
lighter silvery gray devices. Excellent surfaces and strike, the coin is well centered and preserved in every way. There are no identifying 
marks or characteristics worth describing. PCGS has graded a scant 5 this high, 5 graded higher (best AU-55) of this variety. 


Breen and others suggest that the worm being fought over by the two birds is really a snake. Note that the so called worm has a head which 
is much larger than the body, as seen in the snake above and outside the fence above the birds. Further, a worm would be proportionately 
much smaller than depicted here. He also interprets the scene portrayed on the obverse as "While you states go on squabbling over triviali- 
ties [boundary disputes?], you don't notice what is coming over to devour you", referring to the larger snake above. He goes on to say that 
this is a warning that a strong centralized government (the large snake) might well destroy the hard-won status of individual states as inde- 
pendent sovereign entities under the Confederation. 


Given the fineness and value of the coins produced, it is unlikely that Chalmers made any money with his venture. Perhaps Chalmers 
hoped to win a coinage contract with the state of Maryland, and these much needed silver coins are all that remains of his proposal. Perhaps 
these were more for advertising the family business rather than a coinage for profit motive. Most are found in well worn condition, and 
they were struck in three denominations, shilling, sixpence and threepence, all of which are fairly to extremely rare.

The edges show 
light adjustment marks and the surfaces are slightly rough. We 
note light gray tones with hints of iridescence in the fields. 
Boldly struck throughout. This is the only example of this date 
graded by PCGS.

1709-AA French Colonies 30 Deniers. PCGS graded 
VF-30. An extremely rare issue that Vlack states is repre- 
sented by just 2 or 3 specimens. Breen estimated the popu- 
lation at 7 or 8 known when he published his mammoth 
Encyclopedia in 1988. Originally struck to pay the French 
soldiers in the Ardennes, and many were spent in Alsace, 
where they eventually ended up in Canada or the Louisi- 
ana Territory. Struck at the Metz Mint in France, and this 
is the first year of issue of this new design. We note minor 
surface roughness and a few small raised areas as this bil- 
lion (mostly copper, 20 percent silver) issue was exposed 
to a damp climate at some point. Boldly struck with all the 
devices sharp and most of the lettering quite clear as well. 
A coin for the specialist who really demands something 
rare in impossible to duplicate.

The surfaces are slightly rough probably as made, and 
the coin has light silvery gray color with hints of dark colors 
intermixed. Fully struck by the dies, and with no other prob- 
lems worthy of note. 


These were issued for the French colonies in Canada, and 
many circulated into the Louisiana Territory as trade was 
flourishing at the time. Breen notes these to be "rare", and 
given that this is the only example of this date graded by 
PCGS, they may be quite rare.

The obverse devices are mostly 
clear, but we not weakness on the left side of the obverse, and 
the reverse is complete as well, but some of the links are weak. 
Not quite a gem, but priced accordingly.

49 1776 Continental Currency - "Pewter" (Tin), inscribed "CURRENCY" Newman 2-C. PCGS graded MS-61 Currency, Pewter. 
Light steel gray in color with the obverse very clean for the grade, on the reverse the color is also well matched, and we note a couple of 
trivial marks on some of the chain links. As expected, the strike is sharp throughout, with no weakness whatsoever. There are scattered 
lumps of tin pesting on both sides, but primarily on the reverse, as often seen on coins of this metallic content. For more than the last cen- 
tury, these were thought to have been struck in pewter, but they are actually tin, although similar, not quite the same alloys. Keeping with 
this numismatic tradition, PCGS notes on their insert "Pewter". PCGS has graded only one as such, with a dozen graded higher. Most are 
found in circulated grades. 


The American Continental Congress anticipated a loan of silver for coinage from their friends in France, and hence unknown intermediar- 
ies contacted New Jersey engraver Elisha Gallaudet to make dies, employing his popular renderings of the sundial and chain with each state 
engraved one to a link. Coinage began in secret, pending the hoped for loan of silver from France, these were struck primarily in tin, a few 
in brass, copper and even a silver example or two are known. As a new nation, the United States needed to exercise its sovereign right to 
coin money, and further it was hoped that these coins would help prop up the rapidly deflating Continental Currency then in circulation. In 
theory, the Continental notes would then be redeemable in silver coin, supporting the notes stated value. 


Many tin coins circulated, and their popularity remains high with the date 1776 emblazoned on the obverse, and the strong chain of the 13 
original colonies linked on the reverse, with the bold statement WE ARE ONE at the center. The design elements had been sketched by 
Benjamin Franklin, and were seen on a few Continental currency notes attributed to Elisha Gallaudet by Eric Newman (see the Continental 
Currency chapter, issue of February 17, 1776 Resolution fractional notes). These notes were clearly copied for the coin herein, and mis- 
spellings of "currencey" are seen on both the notes as well as a few of the coins! 


The true denomination is not known, although they are approximately the size of later dollars, and hence that name has stuck. Perhaps they 
were meant to be Pence, or something closer to a cent in circulating value when struck in tin. Highly popular with collectors, the design ele- 
ments employ the medieval symbols of the Sun with Face (God or Time personified), while the sundial with FUGIO refers to Time or the 
Sun which is fleeing, so one must use Time or daylight hours, wisely. The motto, MIND YOUR BUSINESS means just that. On the 
reverse, each state is noted or abbreviated on a chain link, thirteen of which encircle the reverse, with the center circle surrounded by glory 
rays with AMERICAN CONGRESS surrounding WE ARE ONE at the very center. The original dies were modified from beaded links (2 
examples known in brass), and this variety is thought to have been the first large group struck, and most show evidence of circulation. 
Apparently struck using medal turn (flip side to side, not top to bottom), the reverse had rotated about 40 degrees clockwise when this one 
was struck. 


One of the most historic and desirable of all the colonial coins issued, and certainly a highlight of the Norris collection. Color photo on 
plate 1.

There is a rough area 
noted in the right obverse field. Breen notes that this coin was 
struck around May to July of 1789. While not the most perfect 
surfaces, this is a rare coin which is seldom offered at all, and 
never in nice condition. Note that PCGS has not graded any of 
this issue, confirming the rarity. Breen-1000 per his Encyclo- 
pedia with the spelling Ceorcivs III. Rex as the "G" punch was 
broken or missing at the time the dies were engraved.

Satiny brown luster in the fields, and truly a superb example 
of this important Massachusetts state issue. All devices are bold save for the very centers, which display trace weakness on the high points. 
Struck on a good, clean planchet, with only minute flaws seen near the right obverse rim. Free of spotting or similar problems, and the 
fields and devices are without a blemish even under the scrutiny of a strong 10X glass. Certainly one of the finest known, PCGS has graded 
3 coins this high, with none graded higher, further none have been seen in the red and brown or full red category of grades either. The die 
diagnostics of the minor crack through the right foot of the Indian are present, as well as the configuration of the arrows and leaves on the 
reverse confirm this is a Ryder 4-C variety. 


These Massachusetts coins were designed by Joseph Callendar according to the specifications of the Governor and Council. The engravers 
were Joseph Callendar and Jacob Perkins and the coins were struck at Joshua Wetherle's Mint in Boston. Naturally, the demand for small 
change was great, so few were saved in high grades, and most circulated for many years. The Massachusetts coinage was the first appear- 
ance of the decimal coinage proposed by Congress in 1786, and the only half cents issued by a state. How this one survived in such pristine 
condition remains a numismatic mystery, but here it is. Color photo on plate 1.

This is one of the scarce Mould-Atlee "Tory Coppers" pro- 
duced at Mould's Mint located at 32 Williams Street, New 
York City. They have been punch linked to Walter Mould and 
thus to the Constellatio Nova coppers. Mould was a pupil of 
Thomas Wyon, the famous British coiner, and Mould emi- 
grated to America in 1785. After Mould arrived in America, he 
pieced together a living coining imitation British halfpence 
(the "Bungtown coppers" or more recently "Tory coppers"). 
Although there were no legal penalties for making these light 
weight coppers, Mould likely kept his enterprise a secret, as he 
was trying to land more lucrative and legitimate work of mak- 
ing coins for various states in the Confederation.

New Jersey coppers came to be from the efforts of Matthias 
Ogden, the Revolutionary War hero. As Breen notes, Ogden 
came under the common delusion that striking coins would 
make you rich. He joined forces with three men, Albion Cox, 
Thomas Goadsby and Walter Mould. Ogden saw to it that the 
necessary state legislation was passed, and was soon 
embroiled in the usual partnership problems of distrust and 
arguments. This particular coin was made by Thomas 
Goadsby, with equipment seized from the defunct Rahway 
mint. In a few years, this copper coinage experiment folded 
with most of the participants either fleeing to other states or in 
jail to avoid creditors. 


The horse head facing left are all scarce, with only a couple of 
die pairings used. Draped in a rich history, all such state coin- 
age is highly collectible, and seldom offered.

On this 
particular example we note a few minor planchet flaws, one on 
the edge above NS of VERMONTENSIUM, another on the 
reverse edge above the M of DECIMA. Toned a natural choco- 
late brown in color, with darker areas noted around the trees. 
The strike on and around the plow is particularly nice, and the 
fields and surfaces are very nice for the grade. Localized strik- 
ing weakness is noted on ENSIUM and on the opposing areas 
of the reverse.

The Latin obverse legend of VERMONTENSIUM RES PUB- 
LICA translates to "the Republic of the Green Mountains" 
(Ryder/Slafter) and the obverse device was to consist of "A 
sun rising, with mountains and trees in the foreground, and a 
plough in the field beneath." while the reverse device had to 
have "A radiated eye, surrounded by thirteen stars" and the 
legend QUARTA. DECIMA. STELLA. or the fourteenth star, 
referring to Vermonts desire to become the next state after the 
original thirteen colonies joined to form the United States. 
This did come pass, but not until 1791 when Vermont offi- 
cially became the 14th state to join the union. 


After the necessary legislation and authorization, the bond 
requirements were met and suitable lodgings for the coinage 
we procured, Reuben Harmon began coinage in earnest. 
Reports vary, but it has been suggested that the coining equip- 
ment obtained could strike as many as 60 pieces per minute, 
although usually half that number were coined using the screw 
press (Ryder/Slafter). An historic example of this precious 
state coinage made during the brief tenure after the Revolu- 
tion, but prior to the Vermont joining the other states officially 
in the Union.

The diagnostics of the A over the S are clear, as is the 
small spur on the right end of the second bar, which confirm 
this to be one of the originals.

Charles Bushnell attributes this issue to the famous George 
Wyon III and his Birmingham Mint. The coins were likely 
ordered by an American merchant, perhaps using a soldiers 
button for the simple, but endearing design. These coppers 
were struck at a lighter standard than the usual 60 to the 
pound, but they likely passed at 14 to the shilling, nowhere 
near the "cent" value long attributed to these because of their 
similarity in size to later large cents. Most of the survivors 
grade from Fine to Very Fine, and rarely are these encountered 
in grades even approaching mint state. PCGS has graded only 
4 as AU-58, with 7 listed in their Population Report in various 
mint state grades, all of which are in the "brown" category.

1796 Myddleton Token - Copper. PCGS graded Proof 64 Red and Brown. This is the finest graded by PCGS in Red and Brown (there 
are no Red examples graded) according to their online report (July 11, 2002). The only other example is a higher technical grade of PR-65, 
but that example is "Brown" instead of Red and Brown as seen here. With copper, it is more desirable to have as much original red as pos- 
sible and this example has substantial red remaining. We do note some minor spotting, expected on a coin of this age, the most evident on 
the B of BY on the reverse. The devices are well frosted, and the fields fully mirrored, which combined produces contrast that any true col- 
lector will fall in love with. It is likely that less than 10 are known, although a review of several sales failed to match this specimen to a pre- 
vious auction appearance, this is not the Garrett, Norweb, Picker, Robison, Walter, Pittman or Roper specimen. Regardless, this is 
magnificent coin that boasts a full strike, glorious surfaces and color, and extreme rarity. Further, it is an historically relevant issue, pro- 
posed as a circulating coin for Myddelton's colony in Kentucky. The tokens were struck by Matthew Boulton with dies almost certainly 
engraved by Conrad Kiichler. 


Extensive research on the Myddelton tokens was done by Richard Margolis and his findings were published in The Colonial Newsletter in 
December 1999, a copy of which is available for the purchaser of this copper or the silver Myddelton token in this auction. The copper 
specimens were the intended issue, but for some reason a number of silver pieces (thought to have been 53) were struck first by Boulton on 
March 8, 1796. Of the copper specimens, Boulton's Medal Ledger shows only 11 were produced from the entire ledger period 1793-1816 
(Margolis). Myddelton was preparing to leave for Kentucky in early March of that year, and had intended to take with him at least a ton 
(several thousand) of these copper tokens. However, the hand of fate intervened days before he was to board ship and Myddelton ended up 
in Newgate Prison as soon as these tokens were ordered from Boulton, charged and convicted with trying to hire a talented workmen from 
England for employment outside England, violating a 1783 statute prohibiting such acts. Boulton apparently ended up with most of the sil- 
ver examples he struck, and made a very small number of copper tokens which he kept secret lest he be dragged into Myddelton's legal 
problems. 


In a letter from Philip Parry Price Myddelton to Matthew Boulton (Margolis article) dated January 24, 1796, Myddelton revises his request 
for the dies and coinage for his proposed settlement in Kentucky starting with the reverse as follows "...Britannia with her head pendant, 
her spear reversed and leaning on her shield, before her the demons of Discord and tyranny treading under foot the Emblems of Liberty and 
justice. Legend "Payable by P.P.P. Myddelton". On the obverse "the figure of Liberty holding out her hand to welcome two little genii pre- 
sented to her by Hope, at the feet of the figure of Liberty the Emblems of peace and Plenty. Legend "British Settlement Kentucky 1796"." 
Most of these elements were employed by Kiicher and his engraving represents one of the pinnacle moments of 18th century die engraving. 
Tragically, Myddelton's dream of floating a colony in Kentucky was capsized when he was arrested for the crimes mentioned, and spent the 
next three and a half years mouldering in Newgate Prison. Only a handful of the copper tokens remain to memorialize Myddelton's dream 
ofa freer and more just world an ocean away from his prison confines. One of the most beautiful of all colonial issues and of extreme rarity 
and importance to all numismatists. Color photo on plate |.

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Resplendent 1796 Myddleton Token in Silver 


ENLARGEMENT 


1796 Myddleton Token - Silver. PCGS graded Proof 63 PQ. A mate to the copper specimen in this sale, this silver example boasts gor- 
geous antique toning with colorful hints around the periphery, and more lavender gray elsewhere. As to the strike, it is full and complete, 
with no hint of weakness on the central devices, even Liberty herself is bold. This fact is particularly relevant because our consigner, Paul 
Arthur Norris, owned the technically higher grade coin (PCGS PR-64) which was weakly struck on Liberty's body and head, but sold it 
after he acquired this piece. This other silver example was sold in our Mouhtouris sale, October 1, 2001, lot 56 where it realized $17,825. 
Comparing the two, Mr. Norris felt that the sharper strike was more important than the technical grade, given that both were choice proof 
coins. Larry Goldberg agreed with Norris that this specimen should be considered a finer and more valuable example because of the full 
strike on Liberty and both agreed that this coin was finer overall of the two. On this particular coin, there are some minor hairlines which 
likely limited the grade, but this coin is certainly very appealing for its color, strike and surfaces. As to the PCGS Population Report, they 
note 7 graded as PR-63, with just one higher, the example Norris sold as PR-64, out of a total of 11 examples graded in all. Needless to say, 
any Myddelton token is extremely rare and seldom offered. Despite the number issued (see below), auction records indicate perhaps 15 to 
20 are known in all grades. 


The Myddelton tokens represent one of the pinnacles of die engraving of the period. The complex design elements are rich in minute 
details and speak volumes to those symbolically literate. The obverse shows a youthful Liberty, her right arm outstretched while her left 
arm holds a pole which supports a loose cap (the Phrygian cap on the pole has been traced back to Roman times when slaves, who wore 
such caps, placed their caps on poles to assert their freedom). Behind Liberty is a cornucopia, which is spilling forth fruit symbolizing the 
abundance of the new colony in Kentucky, and a small Liberty tree or branch, ringed with a wreath of Laurel near her feet (for peace). The 
image of Hope is on the left, presenting two children (genii, or supernatural spirits which take human form to serve their summoner) that 
represent the freedom and opportunity of the new colony. The ships anchor perhaps speaks of the long voyage to the new land, and once 
arriving being anchored to the land, as the anchor rests on the land as opposed hanging from a ship or on deck. 


Britannia dominates the reverse, her head lowered and weeping, her spear reversed (point down) and leaning on her shield (note the flag 
elements there), the symbols of Liberty (scales of justice, the fasces and Liberty cap) lie in disarray at her feet, suggesting that Britain had 
become a land devoid of justice and liberty in recent times. All these elements combine to entice people to move to the new settlement. 
Interestingly the Soho Mint owner, Matthew Boulton wrote P. P. P. Myddelton on January 7, 1796 to inquire about Myddelton's request that 
Britannia be presented in such a manner on his proposed token as follows "In regard to the device I do not think myself qualified to speak 
of it, as | do not clearly see what point you aim at, or what passes in your mind, or why you should prefer Britannia weeping over your 
plantation, as I hope both you & Britain will have cause to rejoice." (see article by Richard Margolis noted below) Myddelton didn't see it 
that way, and stuck to his original concept of a weeping Britannia. The extensive research done by Richard Margolis and published in The 
Colonial Newsletter in the December 1999 issue is available in our office, and we strongly suggest anyone who has an interest in the Myd- 
delton tokens to take the time to read this superbly researched article to gain a thorough understanding of these important coins. 


The Margolis research notes that Myddelton originally contracted with Boulton's Soho Mint for copper coins, and in the surviving corre- 
spondence there is no reference to the silver pieces. Perhaps these silver pieces were struck for advertising purposes most likely for use by 
the Soho Mint and Boulton, as Myddelton was scheduled to sail to Kentucky within days of these silver coins being struck, and would have 
had little time to present the silver coins to prospective colonists. Of the 53 silver pieces struck, 50 were put into Myddelton's account, and 
shortly thereafter 46 were returned to Boulton's Soho Mint, where they were quietly distributed over the next few years, Boulton fearing 
reprisals from the government and wanting to distance himself from the problems that soon entangled Myddelton. 


Meanwhile, Myddelton's past caught up with him, and he was arrested for attempting to entice an Englishman to move to his new Ken- 
tucky colony, which was illegal at the time. Myddelton ended up in the horrible Newgate Prison, where his one year sentence lasted over 3 
years, when he at last was able to pay the £500 fine and released. We don't know if Myddelton ever made it to Kentucky, but he resurfaced 
in Britain as the plaintiff in another lawsuit in 1806. Color photo on plate 1.

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One of the Finest Graded Original 1796 Castorland Silver Medals

1796 Castorland Silver Medal. Original unbroken die. PCGS graded MS-64. A rare original example of this medal, that approaches 
gem! The surfaces display a delicate pinkish hue over silvery gray tones atop the mirror fields. Boldly struck on both sides, without any 
signs of weakness on the high points of the devices. These were struck at the Paris Mint, and were made to circulate in the new French col- 
ony being formed in upper New York, along the Beaver River. As the political climate changed dramatically with the French Revolution in 
1792, those who had been in power or sympathetic to the Royals feared for their safety. The Reign of Terror began, and many aristocrats 
were hung or jailed. Those that could moved away, and some signed on to move to the new French American colony. 


The legend FRANCO AMERICANA COLONIA translates to "French American Colony", with the central head device that depicts a 
women with a veil, and an unusual crown which appears like the crenelated tower from a castle. The French word "Castor", translates to 
"beaver", hence the colony became known as Castorland. Hence, the beaver motif on the bottom of the reverse, with the maple tree above, 
next to which stands the Goddess Ceres, patroness of agriculture, with a drill in one hand (to free the maple sap from the tree), and the open 
tap in the tree below, with the sap flowing freely, and a cornucopia in the other hand symbolizing the hoped for success in agriculture from 
the new colony. The Latin motto SALVE MAGNA PARENS FRUGUM, means "Hail, great mother of crops" (Breen), and is from Virgil's 
Georgics. 


Epidemics and severe winters plagued those hearty souls in the first years of the new colony, and in short order most of the original inhab- 
itants of Beavertown had either died or moved away, and within a few more years nothing remained of the colony except the original name. 
Most of the coins that arrived with the colonists were well circulated during these times, and few are found in mint condition, as we see 
here. 


The Paris Mint retained the original dies, and continued to make more of these to order, but the reverse die cracked fairly early in the pro- 
cess, and subsequent strikes show a die crack. Further, the restrikes were of lighter weight, and can be easily distinguished from these orig- 
inals. PCGS has graded a total of 15 of these in all grades of the originals, this one is tied for the finest with 2 others. Certainly an important 
coin for the colonial specialist, as many of these did circulate in America near their time of issue having been brought over with a few asy- 


lum seekers from post revolutionary France. Color photo on plate 1.

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(1796) Castorland Copy Medal. Gold restrike. SEGS 
graded Proof 64"'Cornucopia/3 OR" Edge, 314.3 Grains. A 
rare and seldom offered example of this restrike medal in gold. 
We are not sure when this was coined, but T. Harrison Garrett 
purchased a similar restrike in gold in 1883. The SEGS holder 
notes this has the "Cornucopia/3 OR" on the edge, implying it 
was struck after 1880 but before 1900 when the edge symbols 
were dropped (see Breen's Encyclopedia). Proof restrikes 
made after 1900 have a matte finish, as compared with the 
brilliant finish seen here. Breen #1069, and he notes the gold 
examples are "rare". Boldly struck throughout, without any 
signs of weakness whatsoever in the design elements. The sur- 
faces of this particular example are very clean, with no real 
signs of contact aside from faint hairlines. Bright and lustrous, 
and we note a couple of minor specks which may help identify 
this coin and link it to past sales, one is located at the left foot 
of F in FRANCO, and another is above the L in COLONIA. A 
majestic example of this sought-after medal that will certainly 
please the specialist.

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189 1959-D The Unique Wheat Ears Reverse! MS-60+. Brown. This coin has created quite a bit of controversy in the past, and it's time the 
allegations and innuendo get laid to rest. For some reason, the few independent grading services who have examined this coin can't seem to 
decide on its genuine status, although no one can define any reason to consider it counterfeit, they also won't render an opinion to support 
the coin as a genuine mint product. Hence, the opinions of most remain that no decision can be made on the coin unless further tests are 
conducted. 


The known history of this unique cent begins in 1986. A retired police officer named Leon Baller advertised in his local Walnut Creek, Cal- 
ifornia newspaper that he would purchase rare and unusual coins. A local coin collector saw the ad and contacted Baller about an unusual 
1959-D wheat reverse cent that he had found, and Baller soon arranged to meet with him and then purchased the coin for $1,500. Baller 
sent the coin to the United States Department of the Treasury for authentication in early 1987. Jim Brown, a forensic lab authenticator for 
the Department of the Treasury examined the coin and found no indication that it was counterfeit. The coin was returned to Baller on Feb- 
ruary 7, 1986 with a letter signed by Richard M. McDrew, Special Agent for the Department of the Treasury. The letter states as follows: 


"Enclosed is your United States 1¢ coin, dated 1959-D, with wheat reverse. This coin was microscopically examined by our Forensic Ser- 
vices Division in Washington, D.C. and it is their opinion the coin is genuine." 


Baller eventually sold the coin to Heritage Rare Coin Galieries in 1987. The cent was then sold to a private collector where it remained 
until recently. 


The current owner of the coin is a business syndicate whose members’ names have not been disclosed, and their representative is Larry 
Choate, a Southern California collector. Choate took the bold move in 2002 to resubmit the coin to the Department of the Treasury and 
Secret Service for a more comprehensive review of the 1959-D wheat cents authenticity. Choate realized that if the coin was considered a 
counterfeit, it would be seized and destroyed. In addition, Choate took the risk that the coin was produced at the Denver Mint but illegally 
spirited out, and could be seized on those grounds as well. Frankly, the Department of the Treasury has a checkered list of such seizures, 
and only a few coins have been seized over the years. It is important to note here that this coin will not be confiscated as the Treasury 
Department has returned the coin twice to the owner after reviewing the coin and returning it as genuine. It is also considered legal 
tender by the Treasury Department. 


The most recent and very public seizure was the 1933 double eagle which the Government seized and wanted to destroy in a mindless 
bureaucratic fashion. Mercifully for collectors, the original owner of the 1933 double eagle was Egypt's King Farouk, and he obtained an 
export license which allowed him to take the coin with him out of this country to Egypt. After protracted litigation, the government and 
owner of the coin, British dealer Steve Fenton, agreed to have the coin sold and the proceeds would be divided. Thus, the Farouk 1933 dou- 
ble eagle would be the only currently "legal" specimen that could be obtained. Rumors have long swirled that other 1933 double eagles 
exist in private collections, but the Government claims title to any that may be in private hands and they would be seized if found as Gov- 
ernment officials have publicly stated. This unique rarity just sold for $7,590,020. at auction in July 2002. 


In recent years a bonanza of mint "errors" have turned up in collectors hands. Some of these have included error commemorative gold 
coins which were so mistruck as to not fit into the government holders. Another example would be the recently released Sacagawea/Quar- 
ter mules, or even the 1964 Peace silver dollar. Rumors persist, and in some cases these coins would be seized if they appeared at public 
auction. Normally, years after the original production, the probability of seizure seems to drop, and the seizure cases normally involve 
coins that were illegally removed from the mint where the perpetrators can be rounded up and jailed after due process, as the coins were 
simply not just normal production errors which escaped into circulation. 


These distinctions are important, because if a coin is seized, it is seldom returned and any value paid for the coin would be lost. Under such 
circumstances, the Government goes after the mint employees involved, and many have been arrested and prosecuted for these crimes. 


Getting back to our 1959-D cent, Choate knew that he was taking a big risk by submitting this coin back to the United States Secret Ser- 
vice, as it could be seized if it was determined to be a counterfeit, or illegally taken from the Denver Mint. However, after extensive exam- 
ination by the United States Secret Service Office of Investigations Counterfeit Division a report was issued dated May 17, 2002, under 
their case number Log: 119-726-FY 2002-018. This report, which of course accompanies this lot, states as follows: 

"Exhibit Examined QI One 1959-D Lincoln cent, bearing the wheat reverse, described on the subject letter." 


"Background: From 1909 until 1958, the United States Mint cent bore a portrait of President Lincoln on the obverse and two curved styl- 
ized heads of wheat on reverse. In 1959, the design was changed to bear the Lincoln Memorial on the reverse." 


"Results of Examination Physical and microscopic examinations were conducted on the submitted Lincoln cent (Exhibit Q1; see figure 1). 
[photo of obverse and reverse]. 


Page 2: 
"Optical and scanning electron microscopic examinations conducted on the submitted coin (Exhibit Q1) revealed that the coin's obverse 


does not exhibit any indications of alterations to the date or surrounding field (see figure 2). [two scanning electron micrographs of the 
final 9 of the date are included, the first is enlarged 180 times, the next is enlarged 200 times]. 
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Below these photos the report continues: "Enlargements show no indications of alterations--metal shows smooth transition from numbers to 
the field. An alteration at these magnifications would be evident by tool mark striations or seams with solder or glue. Alteration from within 
the coin (embossing) would result in less defined numerals and disturbances on the surface of the numerals." 


The report goes on: 


"Further, the edge and rim of the submitted coin (Exhibit Q1) was examined for evidence of seams or alterations that would suggest that the 
submitted coin was a composite of a 1959-D obverse with a separate wheat reverse (see figure 3)." "Figure 3: Micrographs of the rims of the 
submitted coin (Exhibit Q1)" show the obverse rim near the W of WE, and the reverse rim near a wheat ear and are magnified 60 times. 
Below the micrographs the Report states: "Enlargements show no indications of alterations or seams. The metal shows smooth transition 
from the field to the rim and then to the edge. An alteration at these magnifications would be evident by tool mark striations or seams with 
solder or glue." 


Page 3 continues: 


"No evidence of manipulation or alteration to the edge of the submitted coin (Exhibit Q1) was observed (see figure 4)." "Figure 4: Optical 
micrograph of the edge of the submitted coin (Exhibit Q1)" which shows the edge of the coin and concludes: "Enlargements show no indica- 
tions of alterations or seams in the edge. The metal appears undisturbed, as does the oxidation (toning). An alteration at these magnifications 
would be evident by tool mark striations or seams with solder or glue." 


The Report next examines the die polish lines as follows: "The submitted Lincoln/wheat cent (Exhibit Q1) displays prominent die polish 
(raised striations in the field, but absent in the raised devices) on the obverse and reverse (see figures 5 through 7). During the course of 
examination, the subject coin was compared to one 1959 cent and two 1959-D cents that had similar die polish on the obverse. No significant 
differences in the appearance of the polish were observed." Two greatly enlarged micrographs of the field and ERTY follow: "Figure 5: Opti- 
cal micrograph of the die polish on Exhibit Q1 and Figure 6: Optical micrograph of the die polish on Exhibit Q1." 


Page 4 continues: Figure 7: Optical micrograph of die polish on the reverse of submitted coin (Exhibit Q1)" with a very large micrograph of 
the central reverse which shows die polish lines in the field. 


The Report continues: "Nondestructive physical examinations conducted on the submitted coin (Exhibit Q1) revealed that the coin is consis- 
tent in mass, diameter, and thickness of genuine 1958/1959 cent coins. Additionally, surface measurements by energy dispersive x-ray spec- 
troscopy revealed that the coin is consistent in elemental composition with genuine 1958/1959 cent coins (see table 1).

Given this evidence, the Report goes on: 

"CONCLUSIONS" 


"Although the submitted 1959-D Lincoln Cent (Exhibit Q1) exhibits the wheat reverse, instead of the Mint specified memorial reverse, the 
submitted coin exhibits physical characteristics, such as device detail, metal flow, die polish, thickness, diameter, mass and composition, con- 
sistent with genuine 1958/59 Lincoln cents. Further, the submitted Lincoln/wheat cent does not exhibit any indications of alterations to the 
date or evidence of edge alteration, indicating that the submitted coin was a result of combining two genuine coins. Additionally, no charac- 
teristics associated with counterfeit coins, such as tool marks, file marks, raised metal or unusual oxidation ("toning") were observed." 


Page 5 begins: 


"In the absence of any evidence that the submitted 1959-D Lincoln/wheat cent (Exhibit Q1) is not consistent with having been manufactured 
by the US Mint, the coin was determined to be a genuine mule cent." 


The page continues with remarks which discuss the way the coin was handled, and the fact that it was returned to the owner, and the Report 
was signed by Marc J. Surrency, Counterfeit Specialist and Approved by Anthony M. Chapa, Special Agent in Charge. 


In another specialized reference work, The Authoritative Reference on Lincoln Cents by John Wexler and Kevin Flynn, the authors devote 3 
pages to this coin. They note that in 1993 this coin was submitted to the ANA for authentication, Michael Fahey, the examiner at the ANA 
"could find no evidence of it being counterfeit. However, because there was no evidence the Mint could have produced it and it is hard to con- 
ceive how this could happen accidently. Since only one specimen has ever been found, the ANA returned the coin with a "no decision". J.P. 
Martin, chief authenticator for the ANA, said that when he examined the coin he could not find any evidence that the coin is counterfeit, but 
also stated that his gut instinct is that the coin is not genuine." J.P. Martin followed up with a letter which is quoted at in full in the Wexler 
Flynn reference, and we quote the relevant portion here "All in all, the attention given to the die as shown by the die polish is the most both- 
ersome. I challenge any readers to match the shown die polish to the 1959-D obverse or the wheat reverse. Though this piece appears to be 
suspicious, no absolute technical condemnation can be made. Especially without a comparison example from the same dies. For this reason, 
the coin was given a "No Decision" by American Numismatic Association Authentication Bureau. This was circa 1993. Since that time, J. P. 
Martin has left the ANA to be one of the founding partners of the ICG grading service. 
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J.P. Martin here touches on what will likely resolve the questions swirling about this controversial coin. In 2002 when Larry Goldberg dis- 
cussed the coin with Rick Montgomery, he said that if other Lincoln cents of the 1958-D reverse and 1959-D obverse dies were submitted, 
there is a better chance the mule coin could get graded. Given the obvious die lines on the present mule specimen, it should only be a matter 
of searching to locate matching dies to both the obverse and reverse! It is very unlikely that new dies were used just to coin this one specimen, 
and the dies were very likely normal production dies which happened to be available when the new reverse was being adapted by the mints. 


Okay, let's do some simple math. Walter Breen states in his Encyclopedia that die life for Lincoln cents produced during this period was 
around 700,000 coins per die (page 233). Mintage for 1958-D cents (it being reasonable to assume the reverse die would have been a 1958-D) 
was 800,953,000 divided by 700,000 coins per die equals approximately 1,145 dies. Now, let's do the obverse die, 1959-D mintage was 
1,279,760,000 divided by 700,000 equals 1,828 obverse dies. Well, while daunting, the task at hand is not insurmountable! Examining circu- 
lated coins will not work (I tried that), as the die lines quickly disappear after limited circulation. Thus, this endeavor will best be completed 
by purchasing bags and bags of 1958-D cents (about $5 per roll of 50 coins) and bags and even more bags of 1959-D cents (about $1 per roll) 
and quick examination of the coins will hopefully produce an exact match to the unique die lines seen as a signature on this coin. Matching 
the two dies from regular issue coins to this mule piece will prove that the coin was struck from genuine Denver Mint dies, and given thecoins 
authenticity. Once the dies are matched up, we are confident the grading services will have to certify and grade the coin as a genuine Mint 
product. 


How did this coin come about? It is very difficult to imagine that somehow just one slipped out and got into circulation, although anything is 
possible given the massive production of coins each year at the Mint (stranger things have happened). It was more likely made during a quiet 
moment at the Denver Mint, under similar circumstances to the one known 1943-D copper cent, a special striking as it were, not unlike doz- 
ens and dozens of other famous rarities produced during the last 209 years at the various United States mints. 


Valuing this unique cent is virtually impossible. We feel confident that it will bring less than the similarly unique 1933 double eagle at 
$7,590,020. Perhaps it will bring a price similar to the unique 1943-D copper cent, which realized $82,500 way back in 1996 at a Superior 
Sale, or the more current example of the extremely rare 1943-S copper cent which was NGC MS-61 Brown which realized $115,000 in our 
February 2000 Sale. 


For those out there in coinland who have the time and inclination, the dies could quite possibly be matched up just from the photos in the 
Wexler Flynn reference, or from the photos in this catalog, prior to the auction of this coin in September. If there isn't time, it is likely the 
matching dies could be found and the coin resubmitted with the additional evidence and a copy of the Treasury Report. 


In particular, please note the die lines which should be easy to match up when compared with other mint 1958-D and 1959-D cents, on the 
obverse look for the die line which connects the lower loop of the B in LIBERTY to the upper half left side of the upright of the E. The 
reverse is very easy to identify, there is a long die line from the middle serif of the F in OF up to the center of the upright of the E in CENT. 
Also, we note two or three parallel die lines extending down at an angle from the left wheat ear near the top. These are very clearly visible on 
the coin under magnification, and are also seen in excellent detail on page 335 of the Wexler Flynn reference book. 


While controversial, this coin seems to be turning the tide in its favor with the Treasury Report, and with a little research, could soon be die 
linked to other existing 1958-D and 1959-D cents, which will likely lay the controversy to bed, and the coin can finally be accepted by the 
grading services and other experts in the Lincoln cent series. 


As the controversy still swirls around this mule, the major grading services have chosen NOT to grade this coin as of yet. Nevertheless, we 
feel that if someone took the time to locate other examples of the obverse and reverse dies which were used for normal production coins, 
combined with the more thorough Secret Service Authenticity Report of 2002, there would be a better chance that the coin may get graded in 
the future.

Perhaps it 
was Two Guns White Calf. 


Included are letters and correspondence documenting the pho- 
tograph and historical connections. Two Guns White Calf 
claimed for many years it was he who was on the nickel, and 
normally charged tourists money to take his picture. Those 
who didn't cooperate often ended up with a photograph of him 
covered by his blanket! At a minimum an interesting piece of 
Americana.

Ellusive 1795 Flowing Hair Dollar With Silver Plug 


453 —- 1795. Silver plug, B-3a, BB-11, R-5, URS-7. Terminal Reverse die state! PCGS graded VF-35. An extremely rare coin of which just 
two are known with the heavy die crack on the reverse, and this is by far the finer of the two. Further, this is a rare "silver plug" example, 
with approximately 33 graded in all grades between both PCGS and NGC! Toned with satiny gray hues with traces of glowing gold near 
the lettering, stars and devices. Boldly struck by the dies, with no signs of weakness to be found. The silver plug measures 11 millimeters, 
which is the largest yet noted of any we've been able to trace. Of the silver plug examples known, most are found on B-7, BB-16, next on 
the B-1, BB-21 variety, each with less than a dozen seen. This variety is also known to come with the silver plug, and Bowers believes after 
extensive study that this was the first variety struck in 1795, The obverse die was coupled with a total of 3 reverse dies, and it was not 
known until recently why the reverse die was changed. A large die crack appeared from the rim touching the serif of the C in AMERICA 
nearly to the eagle's lower right wing near his body. The only other example to display this crack was a nicked up F-12, Bowers 5/21/01:1.

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The Rare 1795 B-4, BB-14 With Silver Plug 


454 1795. Silver Plug, B-4, BB-14, R-3, URS-10. Very rare with silver plug. PCGS graded EF-45 "Silver Plug". Frosty luster in the fields and 
with a prominent silver plug visible on the obverse and reverse. In fact, the plug measures approximately 10 millimeters in width. Fairly well 
struck for this variety, with most of the curls showing separation on Liberty. Traces of darker toning reside near the legends and devices, and 
these combine with the devices to produce a bold appearance on this coin. Bowers noted the coin has a tiny rim clip at 9 o'clock on the obverse, 
which can barely be seen in the holder. Known as the "hidden star" variety, as this is the only obverse die with the final star (fifteenth) placed 
entirely below the tip of Liberty's bust, and is thus hidden from Liberty's view. 


For decades collectors did not understand what the silver plugs were, many numismatists had seen the curious circles on a few 1795 flowing 
hair dollars, but no explanation was forthcoming. Q. David Bowers first described these curious circles on 1795 silver dollars in 1981. A 
decade later, Tom DeLorey, Kenneth E. Bressett and Roger W. Burdette discussed these with Bowers and speculated that the silver plugs were 
actually inserted into light weight planchets prior to striking, to bring the planchet up to or above the required weight standard, adjusted the 
planchet down if necessary (prior to striking), then the coin was struck which flattened out the silver plug. Silver plugs are visible on both sides 
of the coin, normally in complete circles both in the fields and on the devices, and normally show ragged edges and are not in perfect circles. It 
is theorized that the technology existed for this procedure, as a similar process was used on the 1792 silver center cent, where a small silver 
plug was inserted to the center of the copper coin to bring up the value to | cent, and the planchet was then struck. It would make sense to drill 
out the center of a light weight planchet, insert a heavier silver plug, and strike the coin, this would save melting, drawing and recutting the 
planchet all over again, which given horse drawn equipment, the idea of using the silver plugs doubtless saved a great many steps. Neverthe- 
less, the plugs were used sparingly. As no one paid attention to how many silver plugs were out there until the last decade or so, the known pop- 
ulation remains speculative, but we note a total of 29 graded by both NGC and PCGS combined in all grades. Hence, these are very rare, and 
almost all seen are on the B-1 and B-7 (BB-21 and BB-18) varieties, with a few more found on the scarce B-3, BB-1; B-9, BB-13 and perhaps 
two known on the B-4, BB-14 variety. Notably, there is a minor typo in the Bowers reference on page 185 in the second footnote on silver 
plugs, where Ken Bressett is noted to have examined 3 silver plugs of BB-12 (B-11), this almost certainly should have been BB-21, B-1, which 
is known to come with silver plugs, while the BB-12, B-11 does not. Further, the BB-12, B-11 is extremely rare and there have scarcely been 3 
coins offered in the past 3 decades, none of which show evidence of silver plugs. The cataloger believes the Amon Carter 1794 silver dollar 
may also have a silver plug, but it has not been available recently for examination, but reviewing the photographs in that famous Stack's sale 
certainly give the appearance of a silver plug on the obverse and possibly the reverse. No other dates have been confirmed as of yet to show sil- 
ver plugs aside from 1795 Flowing hair coins. Remarkably, 3 Flowing hair half dollars have been found with silver plugs in recent years, all of 
the Overton-130 variety. 


As a variety, B-4 or BB-14 is scarce and can be located in high grades with patience. However, securing a silver plug example of this die pair- 
ing is very challenging, in fact this the only one we were able to trace, and it may be the same coin mentioned in the Bowers book that was 
examined by Ken Bressett with a silver plug of this variety. While PCGS does not yet differentiate between die varieties with silver plugs, we 
do know that they have only graded 19 "silver plug" examples so far in all grades. Known silver plugs, including the controversial and recently 
graded PCGS VF-25 silver plug B-5 BB-27 offered in Superior's 2002 ANA Sale, lot 1057 (the lot was unsold). It is this cataloger's opinion 
that this coin does not have a silver plug, as the plug was only visible on one side, and often light circulation damage gives a very deceptive 
appearance of a silver plug. 


Only 2 silver plugs have been graded by PCGS as EF-45, with 6 in various AU grades above, and a single mint state coin seen at the top as MS- 
64. Certainly not many to go around if you want a nice example! Most of the silver plugs seen are the B-7 or BB-18 variety, with the B-1, BB- 
21 next most commonly seen with a silver plug. It is estimated that approximately 70 to 100 silver plugs exist in all grades for all varieties. The 
most recent relevant sale of a silver plug in high grade was the 1795 B-7, BB-18 which was PCGS graded AU-S0 in Heritage's Silverman Sale, 
April 25, 2002: 4005 and that coin realized $34,500 in spirited bidding. At last these silver plugs are attracting the attention they deserve! A 
foremost opportunity for the silver dollar specialist.

The strike is sharp for the variety, with full separation on Liberty's 
curls, and on the reverse most of the breast feathers are present on the eagle, although a few are missing because of light adjustment marks 
which cross his proud breast. Toned with light gold over abundant luster, we note a touch of blue starting to form around the edge over LI. 


Quickly identifiable by a planchet flaw which connects stars three and four on the obverse, and a similar minor flaw which extends the left 
branch end down to the rim. In NGC holder number 1667228-001. 


Although a very common variety, there are very few found that qualify as mint state. NGC has graded only 7 this high, with 10 graded a 
notch higher, and 4 more in various grades above for this date. Naturally, the flowing hair design was used for just two short years, chang- 
ing in late 1795 to the draped bust, small eagle design. Only when truly great collections are sold does a coin of this quality show up. The 
surfaces are quite choice, with no distracting marks or problems to be found, even with the aid of a strong glass. 


Silver dollar production had to wait until a large enough coining press could be obtained by the fledgling Philadelphia Mint, and the first 
issue of 1794 silver dollars was done on a press that was inadequate, and hence most of those are weakly struck. In mid 1795 the larger 
coining press arrived, and "unit" or silver dollar coinage began in earnest. Most of the dies failed quickly, and 1795 is a very difficult year 
to locate some of the scarce varieties, some of which are represented by a single surviving coin. Several die pairings have less than 10 
known! This is not the case for the B-5, BB-27 variety offered here, for these were the marathon dies that wouldn't die, so to speak, and 
Bowers estimates that over 100,000 were struck of this die combination, making it one of the most common die pairings of the entire bust 
dollar series. The dies are quickly recognizable by a thin die scratch caused by the slip of an engraving tool (most likely) in the field just 
behind the highest back curl on Liberty's head. The reverse die has 3 leaves below the eagle's spread wings, and the berries on the branches 
are arranged 7 on the left branch, 6 on the right. Both dies show light rust, which is common as the summers in Philadelphia are very 
humid. Thought to have been one of last flowing hair varieties coined during 1795. Although a common die pairing, in mint state grades, 
even this die variety is rare, and we expect this one to generate feverish bidding by those who demand quality. While not a part of the San 
Marino Collection, this quality will certainly bring out the major players in the Bust dollar market.

The reverse die was used to pro- 
duce just 2 varieties, this and the extremely rare B-20 or BB-16, of which just 3 are known (2 of which are damaged, and the best one not seen 
in over 20 years). We also note a thin die scratch (not a die break) left of the first A of AMERICA, which is seen on all examples using this 
reverse die. Valuing this coin is virtually impossible. Were this a large cent, it would easily break a six figure price given its rarity and pedigree, 
and as Early dollars are finally widely collected, we expect coins like this to soon break that barrier. The consignor has owned 3 of the known 
B-8, BB-15 examples, the present example, a second example which was purchased unattributed in 1989 and sold where it resides in a famous 
East Coast Collection, and the Blevins (Superior 6/88:3590) specimen, which is a high technical grade but has been buffed severely in the right 
obverse field to remove scratches or initials, that coin was sold when the Willasch coin was secured by the consignor in 1990. None of those 
seen or examined exhibit the silver plug feature. In the past decade, a number of new bust dollar varieties have been discovered or finally 
turned up at auction, such as the 1795 B-18, BB-17 Eliasberg, the B-20, BB-16, a new discovery called B-21 and yet another called B-22.

457 1795. Two leaves beneath each wing, B-10, BB-22, R-7-, URS-6. The Second Finest Known. PCGS graded EF-45. This particular 
specimen is believed to be the second finest known of this extremely rare variety. Lovely steel gray in color, with lighter silver on the 
devices. Splendid color and strike and totally free of adjustment marks or distracting circulation ticks. This is the Bowers Borckardt plate 
coin and was purchased from the Brooks collection sale in 1989. Fully struck by the dies, with sharp details on Liberty and the eagle. The 
date and peripheral lettering are drawn towards the edge. As a variety, this was struck after the common B-1, BB-21 variety, with the 
obverse die being used to coin this die pairing coupled with a new reverse die. The dentils at the top of the obverse, and bottom of the | 
reverse are always weak, but strong elsewhere. Note that the 7 over | in the date is weaker than seen on the B-1, BB-21 example in this 
sale, indicating a later obverse die use here. 


Bolender noted that the reverse has 19 berries, but no one can figure out where the additional berry is supposed to be, much less find it, and 
hence this remains the only 9 X 9 berry reverse die. A few leaves are weakly impressed into the die, or the die was lapped prior to any coins 
being struck, and one of these broken leaves may have been confused with a berry by Bolender. In particular, note the broken leaves just 
below the right wing of the eagle, and this is a likely candidate for Bolender's 19th berry. 


Numismatist W. David Perkins thoroughly researched this variety, and estimates the known population to be 10 coins today. One of the ten 
is counterstamped "1793", and another has disfiguring obverse field scratches, leaving very few for variety collectors to fight over. The 
Perkin's article was published in the John Reich Journal, July 2000 with a follow up published in the same Journal July 2001. The census 
now reads: 1).

The Haseltine specimen was likely the WGC/Bareford coin above or one of the other listed above. A highlight of the San Marino Collec- 
tion, and worthy of a very strong bid.

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The Extremely Rare 1795 B-11, BB-12 Variety 


458 1795. Two leaves beneath each wing, B-11, BB-12, R-7, URS-6. PCGS graded VF-25. Dark steel gray in color with slightly lighter 
devices as compared to the fields. An extremely rare variety that hasn't been offered at auction in more than a dozen years to the best of our 
knowledge! This specimen is identifiable by a thin field scratch from near the tip of Liberty's nose to the twelfth star, and there are some 
other faint circular pin scratches in the left obverse field and above Liberty's head. As noted in the prior lots, many of these extremely rare 
1795 dollar varieties are found with moderate to severe problems, and while these scratches are present on this coin, they are neither deep 
nor very distracting. There are no rim problems or adjustment marks, and about average marks for the grade assigned by PCGS. Problem 
free on the reverse and well struck on all the devices. Identifiable by a tiny nick on the dentil below the lowest outer star point, and the light 
scratches as noted. Close examination will note a small crescent just below and right of Liberty's ear, we do not feel that this is a silver 
plug, as it is too small, and would be slightly off center, plus there is no trace of a plug on the reverse. No silver plugs are reported on the 
few known coins of this variety.

While Bower's speculates that more may be known, they sure haven't appeared at auction nor are they in the John Reich Journal's Bust Dol- 
lar census, which lists just 5 of those reported above. This is an extremely rare variety that very seldom offered, and often a decade or more 
can pass before one appears at auction, and then usually when a specialized collection is offered. While not the finest seen, this is a very 
respectable example of this die pairing, and we note that all others listed are tied up in specialized collections and may not be available for 
purchase anytime soon. An important rare opportunity for the specialist.

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459 1795. Three leaves beneath each wing, B-12b, BB-26, R-6, URS-8. Terminal obverse die state. PCGS graded Fine-15. This is the latest 
obverse die state seen, with an additional lump connecting the vertical die break with the 7 in the date and is one of just two reported examples 
to show this advanced stage of the dies. The surfaces are very clean for the grade, with smooth wear and beautiful gray color on both sides, the 
obverse and reverse with iridescent gold around the periphery. A few stray pin scratches can be seen with a strong glass in the fields. The dies 
were not aligned properly when this one was struck, with the upper right obverse dentils very sharp, and the lower left obverse weak on the 
dentils, while the reverse is evenly struck and worn. The obverse die cracked early in the production of this variety, and hence few were coined. 
About as nice an example for the grade as one could hope to find, and with the terminal obverse die state this is a rare coin indeed. The only 
other example traced of this later die state, with the lump connecting the crack to the 7, was offered in Bowers & Merena's 3/94:1081.

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The Spies, Burghoff, Brooks 1795 B-13, BB-24 Dollar 


ENLARGEMENT 


1795. Two leaves beneath each wing, B-13, BB-24, R-5, URS-8. The W. Earl Spies specimen. PCGS graded AU-50. A famous exam- 
ple of this rare and sought-after variety. The surfaces are a delightful gunmetal blue and gray tones, with darker highlights through the stars 
and periphery, while the centers are lighter silvery gray. As seen on virtually all B-13, BB-24 examples, adjustment marks are present, here 
located through the central obverse, although they are lighter than usually seen for this variety. Boldly struck and perfectly preserved, this 
coin is certain to find many suitors for its pristine surfaces and gorgeous antique gray color. 


Identifiable as the Spies coin by a minor planchet streak just past the final A of AMERICA. Apparently the Mint was having trouble with 
this batch of silver, the planchets were all too thick, and as noted, all examples of this variety show adjustment marks to some degree. 
Adjustment marks are evidence that the planchets were all carefully weighed and adjusted, literally with a metal file, to bring the weight 
down to the correct level. As noted on the silver plug issues, it would make sense that if a planchet was too light, adding silver to the light- 
weight planchet could save the many steps required to melt, recast and draw the silver again and cut it into planchets. Likely the third finest 
known behind the mint state Atwater coin and the Baldenhofer AU example. Listed twice in the Bowers/Borckardt Notable Specimens 
under the Burghoff specimen and as the Spies specimen, but they are the same coin.

History has proven this to be a very rare variety, and last years sale of the famous Ostheimer (# 2 above) coin in AU-58 for $44,850 con- 
firms the rarity and desirability of this variety in high grades. The present specimen is clearly the third finest known of the variety. Color 
photo on plate 2.

PCGS 
graded AU-53. Lovely old album style toning with peripheral 
bright gold and green through the stars and date, similar on the 
reverse, white elsewhere. We note a few central adjustment 
marks on Liberty, but they are mostly well hidden in her hair. 
One broken scratch is noted down from Liberty's ribbon into 
her lower curls. 


The off-center bust is traditionally thought to have been the 
first die engraved with the new obverse "draped bust" style. 
Mint Director Henry William DeSaussure was fed up with the 
"wild indian" appearance of the 1794-95 silver dollars, and 
went so far as to engage the famous portraitist Gilbert Stuart 
(who painted such famous works as the portrait of George 
Washington on the dollar bills of today) to improve the appear- 
ance on our coinage. Stuart submitted drawings of the most 
beautiful and captivating women in Philadelphia, a Mrs. Will- 
iam Bingham (Ann Willing). This drawing (regrettably lost) 
was translated by engraver John Eckstein into some sort of 
device punch, perhaps with the help of Robert Scot, the Mint 
Engraver. Scot, who is blamed for numerous die blunders by 
Breen and others, or someone in the employ of the early Phila- 
delphia Mint punched this lovely rendition of Liberty to far to 
the left and too high into the die, creating the "off-center" bust 
as seen here. One the next try, legend has they got it right, and 
Liberty is nicely centered in the die. The new design was a 
great success, and the draped bust design was incorporated on 
all silver and copper coinage from the United States for the 
next several years.

Sharply struck on 
the left side of the obverse, with minor weakness on a few of 
the right stars. The surfaces have no real problems but show 
myriad faint handling lines from circulation. A high grade 
example of this popular first year of issue variety.

464 1796. Small date, small letters, B-1, BB-66, high R-4, URS-9. PCGS graded AU-53. One of the very finest known of this rare die com- 
bination behind only the mint state Eric Newman coin and the Ostheimer AU+ example with heavy obverse adjustment marks. The coin 
boasts light silvery gray colors with iridescent gold toning around the periphery of both sides. Boldly struck on Liberty's curls and on the 
eagle, with no signs of weakness. Further, there are no adjustment marks on this coin. A later die state as the obverse shows areas of light 
die rust around the date, stars and lettering when examined with a strong glass. The reverse die does not show rust. Sharply struck by the 
dies, and strong curls remain on Liberty, and most of the eagle's breast feathers are present as well. This one only circulated for a very brief 
time, and is enhanced by delicate iridescent gold and green toning around the periphery, while the centers remain flashy and white with lus- 
ler 


Forget the PCGS Population Report on the small letters, small date combination, for these are truly scarce coins. During the first several 
years, PCGS apparently graded all 1796 dollars as simply that, "1796" before breaking them into the three categories of Small Date, Small 
Letters (B-1, B-2, B-3), next Small Date, Large Letters (B-4, B-6), and last Large Date, Small Letters (B-5) as the number reported in the 
Population Report far overstates the Small Date, Small Letters variety. PCGS reports 296 Small Date, Small Letter coins graded, and 83 of 
the far more common Small Date, Large Letters varieties, and just 51 of the Large Date, Small Letters variety. Anyone experienced with 
the varieties knows that the rarest combination is by the Small Date, Small Letters (B-1, B-2, B-3) coins, representing less than 10 percent 
of the 1796 dollar population. A similar situation exists for the 1795 draped bust dollars with the "Off-Center Bust" and "Center Bust" dies. 
The Population Report shows 419 graded of the rarer (but first listed) Center Bust, and just 52 of the more common "Off-Center Bust", 
again a situation where PCGS lumped the first decade or so of 1795 draped bust dollars graded were grouped under the "center bust" vari- 
ety. Again, experience tells us the centered bust is a much scarcer coin that the off-center bust variety of 1795.

Dark steel gray in color with hints of bluish luster near 
the devices. A simply superb example for the grade, fully struck and without a flaw. No adjustment marks or other detractions and this coin 
is truly as perfect as one could hope to find. The color is seductive, and if you love deep blue gray toning, then this is a coin you will want 
to secure for your collection. Further, it is a scarce die variety which is seldom offered in high grade. This particular coin is probably on par 
with the Carter (Stack's 1984) specimen, and is certainly high in the condition census for the variety. 


The small date, small letters variety is far scarcer than the other large letter/date combinations. As to the Condition Census, we believe it is | 
as follows: (60, 55, 50, 50, 50, 45) and these are elaborated in the Bowers Silver Dollar Encyclopedia.

467 1796. Large date, small letters, B-5a, BB-65, R-4, URS-11. The Bolender Plate Coin. PCGS graded VF-35. This is a particularly 
famous coin, it is plated both obverse and reverse in the Bolender reference and was in his personal collection for years. The surfaces are 
toned a slightly mottled gray blue over silver luster, and the strike is uneven as often seen with minor weakness on the second and third 
stars. Clean for the grade, with minimal handling marks and no adjustment marks or annoying rim marks. We note that approximately one 
half of the eagle's breast feathers remain, and we feel this coin is undergraded currently, as it was called "EF-45 or better" in its last auction 
appearance in 1986 when this was purchased by the San Marino Collection. 


A later die state, with the lump on the reverse between IC of AMERICA well developed but not touching the C as of yet. As we know, die 
steel was very hard to come by in the early days at the Mint, and in 1796 a bad batch was delivered to the Philadelphia Mint, the bad batch 
contained a few small bubbles in the steel. As coins were struck with these dies, the bubbles sunk, forming lumps on the coins. Examples 
of these lumps include the 1796 JR-1 dime (star one forms a lump very quickly and it is seen on all but a single specimen of this variety), 
another example is the 1796 large cent, S-92, with a lump at the end of the right ribbon, and on this Bolender-5 dollar, where the lump 
spreads and grows as more coins were struck.

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468 1797. 9 stars left, 7 right, small letters, B-2, BB-72, R-4, URS-9. PCGS graded VF-35. Gorgeous gunmetal blue toning with violet high- 
lights are present on the obverse and reverse. Truly a delightful example of this popular and scarce variety. The surfaces show faint handling 
ticks expected from limited circulation, but there are no rim bruises or significant marks to be found on either side. Further, no adjustment 
marks are present on this specimen. 


This is the middle obverse die state after the obverse was very lightly lapped, and identifiable as such by the single remaining mispunched star 
point in the field below the ninth star, and die file lines in the field by Liberty's throat. A few earlier obverse die state coins are seen that show 
two star points below the ninth star and heavier die file lines at Liberty's throat. On all of this variety, the reverse die was heavily lapped, reduc- 
ing the depth of the devices. For this reason, the reverse always appears to be a lower grade than the obverse, and any circulation quickly pro- 
duces a moderate grade. We note a few breast feathers remain on this coin, and most of the wing feathers are well defined. 


Remarkably, this reverse die was paired with six obverse dies over the span of four years! The first appearance was in 1795 on the B-14, BB- 
51; next on 1796 B-3, BB-62; then 1796 B-2, BB-63; the reverse die was now heavily lapped apparently to remove rust (my speculation as 
there are no cracks or significant clash marks seen on any of these listed varieties). Dave Bowers and Mark Borckardt speculate that the 1796 
B-2, BB-66 variety was struck at the same time as the 1797 B-2, BB-72 and 1798 B-2, BB-81 probably early in 1798 as some sort of emer- 
gency issue when new dies were not available, and this certainly makes a lot of sense given the similar reverse die state. Now that the reverse 
die was lapped, the next issue seems to have been the 1796 B-2, BB-66 variety, next the currently offered 1797 B-2, BB-72 issue, and last the 
1798 fifteen star obverse, B-2, BB-81, when this reverse die was finally put out to pasture. 


On a final note, in past decades catalogers have speculated that only 342 were minted of this variety on February 28, 1797. This came to be as 
the Philadelphia Mint reports that there was a delivery of 342 silver dollars on that date, and this being the scarcest of the three known varieties 
dated 1797, many assumed this was the entire issue. Nothing could be further from the truth, and there are clearly in excess of 100 pieces" 
known of this variety. Bowers and Borckardt examine the mintage thoroughly on page 253 of their superb Encyclopedia on Silvers Dollars, and 
we agree with their conclusions that although scarce, this variety is not as rare as has been touted through the years. Locating a high grade 
example can be accomplished with patience and a large enough bank account. Color photo on plate 2.

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Rare Mint State 1797 Draped Bust Dollar

469 1797. 10 stars left, 6 right, B-3, BB-71, R-2, URS-12. One of the Finest Graded! PCGS graded MS-62. Stunning rose gold toning on 
both sides with deep aqua blue at the rims on both sides. This is an extremely rare coin in mint state grades and is very difficult to locate 
even in top AU grades! The surfaces are alive with mint luster and show minimal signs of contact. As to the strike, it is generally sharp 
save for just a few areas of weakness on the upper curls and central breast feathers on the eagle. The PCGS Population Report shows just 2 
graded as MS-62, with a single coin graded higher as MS-63, and no other mint state coins have been graded by that service. Obviously, 
the 1797 silver dollar is an extremely rare animal in mint state! 


All draped bust, small eagle dollars are rare in mint state, a few 1795 draped bust dollars were saved as the first of their kind, but precious 
few of the other 3 years 1796-1798 were saved in new condition. The new coinage was in great demand at the time it was struck, and few 
people would have had the money to set such a large and valuable coin aside for posterity. How this one survived in mint condition will 
likely remain a mystery, but here it is in all its toned glory, awaiting its new owner. Color photo on plate 2.

A truly exceptional example of this 
rare and sought-after coin. First of all, on/v two 1798 small eagle varieties were struck (out of a total of 33 die pairings in 1798), and in 
standard government efficiency one die had 13 obverse stars, and then there was the die used to strike this coin, which had 15 obverse stars. 
Why 15? Well, the Mint began adding stars each time a state joined the union, and by 1794 there were 15 states. On June 1, 1796 Tennessee 
joined the union, and the star count climbed to 16! Therefore, it's assumed that this curious 15 star obverse die was leftover from 1795 or 
early 1796 and was dragged out of the die vault at some point in 1798, paired with the old, worn out small eagle die from 1795 (that reverse 
was used in all 4 years 1795-1798), and coins were struck. Tradition has placed this variety at the beginning of the year, but it is possible 
that it was coined late in 1798 after the annual mosquito and yellow fever epidemic had abated and the cold weather set in. It is very likely 
that this is some sort of emergency issue which had to be coined before normal dies could be prepared (hence using the old 1795/6 obverse 
die and the old small eagle reverse die). Similar circumstances were likely for the production of such weird animals as the 1795 heraldic 
eagle reverse half eagle, and the 1798 small eagle reverse half eagle. 


As to rarity, the fifteen star, small eagle dollar is a rare coin to locate in high grades. Demand remains very high as this has been a separate 
listing in the Guide Book as well as the Standard Catalog for generations. Coin albums and major variety collections always include an 
example. Nevertheless, these are simply not available in high grades as demonstrated in the PCGS Population Report, in grades as high as 
EF-45 a meager 4 have been graded, and this is the last "group" if you will, above this grade we note | coin in each grade as follows: 50, 
53, 55, 58 and 62. That's it, there aren't any hoards or shipwrecks waiting to populate the population. Hence, if you demand to quality for 
your collection and have the means, then here is a special coin for the advanced collection. 


We note that this particular example boasts dark gray toning with minor streaking on both sides, and the surfaces are very pleasing, being 
free of bumps and scratches which so often detract from these large coins. Well struck too, although the reverse die simply had very little 
depth by the time these were coined, but a few breast feathers still show as well as virtually all of the wing feathers and leaf details. As 
problem free as you are likely to find for the variety.

As to the surfaces, they were almost certainly lightly cleaned although not enough to keep this one from being certified. Traces of luster can be 
seen in the protected areas, now accented by light gold toning.

Here is a very rare coin in any 
grade, and especially so this nice! The surfaces are quite clean for the grade, and no disturbing marks or bumps are present. Liberty retains 
excellent hair detail and this high grade coin will certainly please even the most advanced specialist. Identifiable by a tiny planchet flaw 
near the rim below the end of the branch, and a small rim bump just past the D of UNITED. Iridescent toning around the periphery of both 
sides, satiny gray elsewhere. Sharply struck and very well preserved. A classic example of this rare variety. After examining several speci- 
mens of this variety in other collections, one thing is very clear, virtually every coin is a different die state. This particular coin shows a 
light crack extending from the 17 through the lowest curl into the field towards the first star, but is still a fairly early die state. Much later 
die states exist, and the crack is often found quite heavy to the rim near the first star, and the terminal state is known where a full cud has 
formed near the first star (Superior's Willasch Sale: 5/90:492). Always a very popular coin with collectors for the large and obvious die 
crack which forms over the date, this quickly terminated the dies use and created yet another very rare 1798 variety.

30. While certainly a scarce variety, B-17, BB-101 has long been rumored to exist in an early, unlapped die state. This came about from the 
Spies Sale, where the unlapped obverse die was reported, but not photographed and graded as VG. Breen noted this die state in his Encyclope- 
dia with the reference to "only 1 known" (Spies) before the obverse die was reground, weakening the dentils on the left side and the first star. 


The surfaces of this particular example are bright silver in color, with traces of toning on the obverse, and a pretty arc of toning on the reverse 
periphery in multicolored hues. The strike is weak on the right side obverse stars and on the lower right shield lines on the reverse as well, and 
this coin is the very definition of a "flat strike". It is interesting for the specialist to note that the die crack is present on rim above the I of 
AMERICA, so this coin was struck after the rare B-7 BB-95 die pairing. There is a tiny die crack connecting stars ten and eleven, and a few 
minor die lumps around the date. Clearly these minor imperfections did not warrant the severe die lapping that is seen on virtually all other 
known examples and why the obverse was lapped remains a mystery at this time. While not the finest technical grade, this is certainly the finest 
known of this extremely rare early die state, and may be one of just two to survive struck before the lapping process radically altered the 
obverse die.

One 
of the many highlights of the San Marino Collection, this specimen boasts a pedigree as splendid as its surfaces. Toned with light iridescent 
silver hues with substantial luster in the fields. Struck after the obverse die was severely lapped, which almost eliminated the protective 
dentils on the left side. Thus, most are seen in lower grades as even brief circulation would drop the coin significantly in grade. Boldly 
struck by the dies and exceptional quality even if this was a common variety. The reverse die was used to strike B-6, BB-96 first, and while 
that earlier variety was being struck, the reverse die was lapped down, leaving just 10 arrows and all but eliminating the upper pair of ber- 
ries on the branch. Apparently the Finest Known of the variety, just edging out the two AU examples in separate east coast collections, one 
is ICG graded AU-S3, the other a raw AU-50. This coin will truly delight any specialist in the series. 


This is the Bolender plate coin (obverse and reverse) for his famous book on the series, and also appears in Breen's Encyclopedia, under his 
#5379. Of particular importance to the specialist as plate coins from either the Bowers or Bolender reference works are rarely offered and 
highly sought-after by collectors.

Bowers die state V, terminal for 
the reverse. Luster in the fields around the devices, and boldly struck despite the late die state. There is enough hair detail and surface qual- 
ity to perhaps qualify at a higher grade on this coin. One thin hairline scratch can be seen in a horizontal position from Liberty's chest to the 
back of her curls approximately between the first and last star, and this will help identify this rare coin in the future.

Bolender considered this variety a rarity-7 (4 to 12 known) when he wrote his The United States Early Silver Dollars 1794 to 1803. Capt. 
Haseltine (1881) hadn't found an example of this pairing when his Type Table was published, and Bolender assumed it was a very rare variety. 
Years of beating the bushes have reduced the rarity to approximately R-5 (31-75) today. Bowers estimates are even higher. The condition cen- 
sus for this variety is as follows: 1).

This 
example is simply amazing to behold. The surfaces are alive with bright luster and the highest points on Liberty's head scarcely show a 
trace of wear. Toned around the periphery with rich gold and blue highlights, with the centers light gold to frosty white in color. Minor hair- 
lines from circulation are the only signs of handling to be found. Not only is this a scarce "knob 9" date, but it is the extremely rare die pair- 
ing, one of the three rarest of all 1798! The obverse die was first used to coin the small eagle B-1, BB-82, then was paired with this reverse 
die. Examination will note a tiny centering circle on the eagle's chest, just above the center point on the shield, and this was likely a com- 
pass point used by Robert Scot to lay out and engrave this die. Perhaps this was the first heraldic eagle reverse die made, as it is die linked 
to the small eagle issues of 1798, and is the only known variety that can make that claim. Further, the obverse die failed very rapidly, first 
by swelling at the sixth and seventh stars and L of LIBERTY, all of which are sharper here than seen on any other example known. On most 
of this variety seen, the sixth and seventh stars are flat and usually can't be seen as well as the L of LIBERTY. Two light die cracks extend 
from the lower rim up into the drapery, one just right of the 8 in the date, the other further to the right into the drapery above. This obverse 
was severely lapped while the small eagle coins were being struck, and may have been lapped again before this variety was struck. Obvi- 
ously, very few were made, as about a dozen or so are known in all grades today, most in grades of Fine to Very Fine. One of the most 
important coins in the San Marino collection and truly an American classic in every sense. 


As a variety, the Bolender-32 was first reported in the sale of the Ostheimer collection by Superior in 1975. Over the years a few more 
specimens have turned up, mostly in lower grades.

A splendid example even if 
this was a common variety, but this is anything but common, as only 3 have been located since this die pairing was discovered in the early 
1970s. The discovery coin soon ended up in a Delaware collection where it still resides, and this specimen is the plate coin in the Bowers/ 
Borckardt book. A famous bust dollar collector named W. Earl Spies (Stack's 12/74) somehow secured two examples of this variety, and 
these were offered when he sold his collection at auction. The present example is the finer of the two Spies coins, and is plated in that sale. 


The surfaces are toned a light silver gray color, with much luster present in the fields. The reverse die failed very early, and all three known 
examples display a die crack through the right side of the T of UNITED, massive die swelling in the field at the right and into the wing of 
the eagle, and the crack continues to the left side of the M in AMERICA, which on the present specimen is fairly light. When this coin was 
struck, the reverse die was buckling, and somehow this may have produced a double profile on Liberty's face and neck, similar to the dou- 
ble profiles seen on bust half dollars from the 1820s. Identifiable by a few minor planchet flakes around the six and seventh stars on the 
obverse and the L nearby, and we note a minor dig hidden in Liberty's hair curls above her shoulder, No bumps or adjustment marks other- 
wise worth noting. 


Here we see the shortest useage of any reverse die of 1798. On this particular coin we note that it is the earliest die state seen, as both other 
examples known display a more advanced die crack spanning the reverse. The obverse die was paired with a total of 7 different reverse 
dies, and this pairing was about midway in the emission sequence.

One of the very finest known of this important 
overdate variety, we note flashy luster in the fields and toned with just a bit of haze on the obverse while the reverse has blue and gold 
peripheral toning. Although this is a very late reverse die state, the coin is well struck which is unusual for the variety. Even the horizontal 
shield lines are complete, although a couple of small areas show weakness, which is far better than usual for this variety. As one peruses the 
famous offerings of high grade examples of this variety, one notes most are struck on streaky planchets, with small irregular impurities that 
can be located with a strong glass. In particular, we note a couple of trivial ones, one just right of the first star, another horizontal line just 
below the ribbon at the first curl down Liberty's neck (these will help trace the pedigree of this specimen in the future). 


One single obverse die was used to create 3 different die pairings (using 3 different reverse dies) of the 1799/8 overdate. Apparently an 
unused 1798 obverse die was found in 1799, and a 9 was punched over the final 8, creating this overdate. Here we note the reverse die 
failed at the | of AMERICA and soon numerous cracks encircled the reverse and that die was replaced. Of great importance to the special- 
ist or Registry set collector, as this overdate is very rare in any certified mint state grade. In fact, PCGS has graded only 3 this high, with 2 
coins graded higher.

The surfaces are exceptional, there are no distracting marks, bumps or adjustment marks to be found. Struck near the end of the reverse die's 
life, there are several encircling cracks which are fairly heavy on this specimen. So far as reported in the John Reich Journal Bust Dollar condi- 
tion census (September 2000), this is the second finest known of the variety.

Toned with 
fiery russet orange and iridescent gold throughout, with totally undiminished luster beneath. Both the obverse and reverse die show exten- 
sive die cracks, and this is close to if not the terminal die state for the popular variety. Perhaps at the low end of the condition census as a 
few very nice mint state coins have been certified in the past decade, but this one is near the top of those reported in the John Reich Jour- 
nal's census (tied with one other which is ICG graded AU-55). The finest seen is NGC MS-66, and a couple of others have been certified in 
lower mint state grades. We feel this coin has far more eye appeal and surface quality than many that may be technically mint state. Please 
take time to view this specimen before the sale, as we know it will be valued more highly than most other AU bust dollars. 


The dotted date variety was caused by several small bubbles which formed in the die steel long before the dies were made. Once the 
obverse die was engraved, and coinage began, the bubbles sunk, forming raised areas on the coin around the date.

A lovely example of this popular reverse die 
aberration. The so called "I" after the final A of AMERICA is 
certainly not a die crack (as it is often called), but more likely 
this was caused by some sort of die engraving error. Perhaps 
the die sinker really slipped hard with hammer and punch in 
hand, and scratched the die creating this feature, or more likely 
it is part of a misplaced A or perhaps even a misplaced stem 
from the branch nearby. Nothing quite fits the evidence, and 
perhaps we'll never know just what this feature actually is. 
Regardless, here is a nice lustrous example for the specialist, 
and one of the very finest graded of the variety too! PCGS 
notes in their online Population Report that only one coin has 
been graded as such, and importantly just 2 have been graded 
higher, both as AU-58, and no mint state examples have been 
graded by that service.

Far and 
away the rarest 1800 variety, the only other example recently 
offered was sold in Bowers Lindesmith Sale, March 2000, 
from the San Marino collection when this higher grade exam- 
ple was secured.

Although the color appears very different today, there is a hint 
of a rim mark midway between the date and the first star, 
which can be seen on the Stirling coin. Given the rarity of this 
variety in high grades, it is likely these are the same coin, but it 
has obviously been cleaned and retoned during the last 16 
years.

Faint adjustment marks are noted on the 
lower left reverse rim by the eagle's tail. Boldly struck by the 
dies and a very appealing coin for its slate gray toning and lus- 
ter in the protected areas.

1803. Small 3, B-3, BB-256, High R-6, URS-6. Tied for the Second Finest Known. PCGS graded AU-50. Bright and lustrous, the 
fields are slightly prooflike as seen on a couple of other examples of this very rare die pairing. Quickly identifiable as a variety by a die 
lump in the obverse field above the twelfth star. Boldly struck throughout, with no signs of weakness whatsoever. Light gold toning on both 
sides, but generally a bright coin. The finest reported is the Newcomer example as MS-60, which may be the same as the coin listed in the 
John Reich Journal's Bust dollar census (September 2000), as ICG AU-55. One other is listed as EF-40, then the census drops into VF 
grades and lower. A very difficult variety to locate, and this one is truly a spectacular coin in every way. Note that the coin photographed in 
the Bowers Borckardt Encyclopedia has been donated to the ANA and may be permanently off the market (this is the Cohen and Blevins 
specimen in their notable specimens). 


An extremely rare die variety, generally not appreciated until many years go by without locating a specimen. After research, we consider 
the present specimen to be the second finest known behind the New Netherlands 48th Sale, 11/21/56:651 coin, which is likely now in an 
East Coast collection. Although the dies show no cracking or other major problems and thus no reason for the great rarity of this die pair- 
ing, it must be assumed that they were struck late in the year and were the final delivery of silver dollars for circulation until the new .

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The Werner/Ostheimer Altered Date "1804" Draped Bust Dollar 
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540 "1804" Altered from an 1802/1 B-4, BB-232. The Werner/Ostheimer coin. Sharpness of VF-30 but cleaned and altered. No coin in 
American numismatics is steeped in as much history and speculation as the 1804 silver dollar, "The King of American Coins". Born of 
improper accounting, coined in subsequent decades, coveted by all collectors, owning an 1804 dollar is the zenith of a numismatists collec- 
tion, and precious few will ever be able to afford to realize this common dream. 


Origins of the 1804 "originals" (please see the superb reference The Fantastic 1804 Dollar by Eric Newman and Ken Bressett). Newman and 
Bressett finally teased out the truth on the origin of the known 1804 proofs. Apparently, an order came down to the Philadelphia Mint from 
on high to produce a couple of proof sets sometime in 1834, one to be given to the King of Siam and another set to the Imaum of Muscat. As 
most denominations were currently in production, dies were simply polished up and proof coins produced as needed. However, the eagle and 
silver dollar were no longer being produced, and records indicated both ceased in 1804 and 1805 respectively. Luckily for the Mint workers, 
Franklin Peale was an able engraver on hand at the time, and best of all, the original die punches for the date, lettering, Lady Liberty and the _ 
eagle were still on hand at the Mint. A new 1804 dollar obverse and reverse die were engraved, and a few coins struck to fill the coins needed 
for the sets, thus proof 1804 silver dollars and proof 1804 eagles were produced. Remarkably, no official record of the King of Siam set or 
the Imaum of Muscat coins exists, but sure enough in 1962 the King of Siam set walked into Spink's in London, with the coins still housed in 
the yellow morocco leather case. This caused quite a numismatic stir, and was no doubt the highlight of the 1962 ANA convention where the 
discovery was announced. It is probable that the set given to the Imaum of Muscat was disbursed along with the C. A. Watters collection sale 
by Glendening & Co., on June 14, 1917, as that collection contained an 1804 proof dollar, as well as an 1834 proof half dollar, quarter and 
half dime and notably an 1834 dime, cent and half cent, although no condition was included on these three, they presumably were proofs, if 
indeed Watters ended up with the silver and minor issues from the Imaum of Muscat proof set. Newman and Bressett theorize that Watters | 
was not a gold collector (as evident in the referenced sale of his coins) and the 1804 eagle and other 1834 gold coins may have been sold sep- _ 
arately when the set was broken up. 

: 


Apparently, the Philadelphia Mint of the 1830s struck a few additional 1804 silver dollars, perhaps for collector demand, or for the Mint cab- 
inet, but of the originals, 8 are known today. Demand continued, and the Philadelphia Mint created an additional 7 1804 proof silver dollars 
(Class II and Class III) around 1857/58, setting off a rather nasty mint scandal. Each of the 15 known specimens are well known, and the 
appearance of any of these at auction creates a tremendous numismatic stir. 


So, getting back to the Mint records, they report officially that 19,570 silver dollars were delivered during 1804. Remarkably, the Mint also — 
reported that 321 silver dollars were delivered in 1805! To date, no collector had found a regular issue 1804 or 1805 silver dollar, though — 
many alterations had been attempted to fool the uneducated. One of the earlier attempts was by John A. Bolen, who was famous for fabricat- | 
ing copies of early American coins during his heyday of 1862 to 1869. Bolen made an 1804 dollar by altering an 1803 B-6 dollar, which 
remains in the ANS collection. Bolen was kind enough to stamp his name on the edge as well! Numerous electrotypes were created from the — 
few known 1804 dollars, and many collectors had to settle for one of these as the price for a "real" 1804 dollar has always been very high. | 
The history of numismatics is rich with the number of collectors, and even dealers, which have been duped into believing their 1804 dollar 
was real. Even Sylvester S. Crosby was duped by two 1804/3 dollars (altered from an 1803 B-6) which crossed his path, Crosby stating that — 
the die itself was overdated at the Mint, just as seen on the 1805/4 half dollars. Frossard, based on C rosby's authentication, listed one in his | 
April 1892 sale of the Saltmarsh collection, but it was withdrawn before the sale as an alteration before the sale took place. Where these coins | 
are today is a mystery. 


Thus, it shouldn't have been a surprise when yet another fraud appeared in 1939. The story of the coin offered herein begins. The British 
Museum received a package of two coins in 1939 reportedly from the West Indies, with a letter requesting their verification, appraisal and 
sale. (Newman/Bressett, The Fantastic 1804 Dollar 25th Anniversary Follow Up). The coins were an 1804 and an 1805 silver dollar. The 
two coins were shown to a visiting American numismatist, Samuel L. Friedenberg. Friedenberg thought they were genuine, but was uneasy 
with his decision and wished to examine them further, but was unable to return to the British Museum before returning home. Friedenberg 
wrote about the coins in the 1939 Numismatist, page 799. Meanwhile, the coins were sent to Spink & Son., Ltd., who selected B. G. Johnson 
of St. Louis to best give an opinion and assist in a possible sale. B.G. Johnson received the coins, and quickly pronounced them forgeries, and 
his findings were published by Spink's (without Johnson's name) in the same issue of the Numismatist in 1939. Spink's then unloaded the two 
dollars on Farren Zerbe, who purchased them as alterations. Zerbe then sold them to New York numismatist Louis S. Werner in 1941, who 
purchased them as alterations "for an undisclosed sum". Zerbe later displayed the two dollars at the New York Numismatic Club in 1941 and 
again in 1944, although they belonged to Werner, but always stating they were alterations. A member of the club, F. C. C. Boyd offered to 
purchase them from Werner, but Werner declined, believing them to be genuine. 


Werner laid low for a while. In 1950 he sent a rubbing of the 1805 to Milferd H. Bolender, who had just published a new variety book on 
Early Silver Dollars, and he was now the recognized expert in the series. Bolender wrote back that he thought the rubbing may in fact be an 
alteration of his 1803 B-1 dollar, and wanted to examine the coin. Werner would not send the coin, as he could not obtain enough insurance 
to cover his perceived value of the numismatic treasure. In 1951, Werner displayed his 1805 dollar at the ANA show in Phoenix, stating it 
was the "numismatic find of the century" and that no dollar of 1805, whether genuine or false, had ever appeared, and further, Werner 
claimed that his coin has passed all tests of genuiness, including the heat test. In 1952 Werner brought the 1805 (see next lot) dollar to Free- 
port, Illinois to allow Bolender a chance to examine it. To his surprise, Bolender believed it to be genuine and not altered. Werner continued 
to believe, or at least promote, his unique 1805 and very rare 1804 dollars. 


By 1960 Werner thought it time to move on, and sent his priceless alterations to the Academy Testing Laboratories, where they were declared 
genuine and not altered after a series of tests in March 1960, In June 1960 the pair was sent to Lucius Pittien in New York to test and photo- 
graph the coins. Again they were declared genuine and no indication was found that they were altered. Werner then contacted none other than 
Louis Eliasberg about purchasing his treasures. Eliasberg wrote Werner that there is "no record of its existence other than your communica- 
tion". Undaunted, Werner then sent both coins to Milferd Bolender asking for his opinion. Bolender wrote a letter dated December 8, 1960 
that the 1804 was authentic, struck at the U.S. Mint and not altered, and issued a similar letter on the 1805 dollar dated December 10, 1960.

Werner now had metallurgical tests and authenticating letters from the most noted authority on Early Dollars, so on December 12, 1960 he 
wrote Alfred J. Ostheimer, III, who owned the most advanced early dollar collection ever formed to that time, that the two coins were avail- 
able. Werner including both discussions of those who thought they were alterations, as well as the letters and studies which confirmed their 
genuiness. Ostheimer was very interested, but for $30,000 for the pair, wanted to be really sure. A complex contract was structured, wherein 
Ostheimer had the option to purchase the pair. Notably, there was no guarantee of authenticity, only a guarantee of title or ownership. Osthe- 
imer paid the deposits required, and concluded the transaction with Werner. Ostheimer soon began publishing articles in the various numis- 
matic media about the coins. Eric Newman requested and received photographs of the 1804 and 1805 dollars. Newman soon stated that he 
believed they were both alterations, and requested to examine the coins further, and travelled to Philadelphia where Ostheimer showed him 
the coins. Further, Bolender changed his mind, and decided he had been fooled, and now felt they were indeed alterations. 


Ostheimer hated to be duped (who wouldn't! ), and kept the coins for another nine years. In 1970 he wrote Werner that he should take back the 
coins and refund his money, apparently Werner did not. Later, when the Ostheimer collection was sold (Superior, August 1975), these alter- 
ations were not included, and they have not been publically displayed in the last three decades to our knowledge. 


Newman states in conclusion on these pieces: "The purpose of this detailed discussion is to emphasize the importance of guarantees of 
authenticity; the danger of relying on testing results by numismatically-inexperienced people; the risk of reliance on the opinions of people 
who have a conflict of interest; the frequency of opinions being changed, and the reappearance of non-genuine coins." Newman also states 
that "These dollars are very high in contention for being the most deceptive alterations of genuine coins" in his 25th anniversary review of 
the 1804 dollar. 


All things considered, this numismatist (JMM) was frankly amazed at how non deceptive this coin is. An experienced Early dollar collector 
learns that all dies have familiar lumps and die scratches which are unique to that die, some are minor, others are very obvious. Each die pair- 
ing has its peculiarities, and learning these can assist the collector in quickly identifying a given variety. Newman notes that these alterations 
were likely made by Smith of Ann Street, an engraver who apparently was quite skilled at alterations. I would guess that whoever altered this 
coin, was not an expert in early silver dollars, as the two host coins used to make these famous alterations both contain obvious die "signa- 
tures" which confirm which die variety they were prior to the alteration. On this particular coin a glance will note the 4 mm die scratch on 
Liberty's chest which extends nearly to the thirteenth star, this die scratch is present on the common 1802/1 B-4, BB-232 variety, and anyone 
experienced with early dollars will recognize this die scratch in a glance, and know what variety it is instantly. Somehow, this obvious feature 
was ignored by most of the experts, whe wanted to believe in this great new numismatic discovery, which at last gave credence to the 1804 
silver dollar mintage long reported in reference books. Further, the E of LIBERTY is high, well above the base of B, and this is also a diag- 
nostic for this obverse die. By not removing this 4 mm die scratch, identifying the obverse die is mere child's play to the experienced dollar 
collector. Curiously, great effort was made to redirect a few of the obverse stars, as noted by Newman. He also notes (page 107) that "the 
points of certain stars on each obverse having been reaimed to alteration in an attempt to make the dies appear to differ from all other dollar 
obverse dies regardless of date" Examination shows that star eight and nine were reaimed (the points slightly redirected) as faint tooling is 
evident with a 10X loupe. 


The coin itself has been harshly cleaned, and we note extensive faint pin scratches around STATES OF where some dirt was likely removed 
by someone less appreciative of the importance of this coin. As to the date, there are tooling marks on the right side of the "4", and the post 
of that number is awkward in appearance. I suspect that after the coin was altered, it was dipped in an acid solution, which micro pitted and 
altered the surfaces enough to hide most of the fine tooling marks around the date, enough so that other experts agreed that the date had not 
been altered. Today the coin has a cleaned and retoned appearance, and there are minor handling marks and light scratches on both sides. 
Two surface marks will help identify this one in the future, a small field mark below the LI of LIBERTY, and a small knock just above and to 
the right of the Eagle's head.

Sent to the British Museum in 1939, sold as an alteration to Farran Zerbe, then to Louis S. Werner in 1941, then to Alfred J. Ostheimer, III 
and next to our consignor who wishes to remain anonymous. 
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541 "1805" Altered from an 1803 B-6, BB-255. The Werner/Ostheimer coin. Sharpness of VF-30 but altered date and cleaned. Please 
note the story of this famous pair of alterations on the previous lot which discusses how they came about, and how they fooled several 
known experts, including Milferd H. Bolender for a time, and Alfred Ostheimer, III, who formed one of the greatest bust dollar variety sets 
of all time. Both this coin, and the 1804 just offered, survived a battery of tests which confirmed that they were struck coins from the Mint 
(they are), and that the dates had not been altered, the tests were obviously wrong on this count. 


The surfaces have been cleaned, and we suspect the coin was lightly bathed in an acid which helped reduce the tooling marks on the date 
and some of the stars, which were reaimed to throw off any inquiring eyes trying to match the obverse die to any known bust dollar die. 
These alterations are certainly amongst the most famous not because they are the best, but because of the number of experts fooled by 
them! Eric P. Newman declared them to be altered dates soon after he examined photographs, and this was further confirmed when he 
viewed the coins. Eventually, they were condemned as altered dates, and even Ostheimer knew he had been dupped by Werner, but was 
never able to get his money back for the purchase. 


We note that the 1805 is toned with pleasing dark patina in the fields, with lighter silver on the devices. Evenly worn and recovering from 
an old cleaning, the surfaces show minor roughness near the devices, especially where the alterations were covered up. 


Once again, Newman states the "Smith of Ann Street" likely created this alteration, although I have found no further reference to this 
skilled craftsman. Examination will note tooling around the 5, and how Bolender and Ostheimer missed this is beyond me, and the evi- 
dence is clear with a 10X loupe. Further, for all the skill of the person who altered this coin, the host coin chosen was quite easy to deci- 
pher. By simply turning the coin over, the numismatist who is paying attention will note that the reverse die is rotated about 25 degrees 
counter clockwise! Once again, only one bust dollar die variety regularly comes with this curious reverse die feature, always 25 degrees 
counter clockwise: the 1803 B-6, BB-255! Other diagnostics, like the drawn reverse lettering and die crack from the rim to the second 
feather down on the left wing, confirm the die pairing as well. Even the edge lettering fits as well, as the 1803 B-6 always comes with the 
L's of DOLLAR broken, so the right serif is alone and separated from the post of the L, as the edge die must have been breaking up when 
these were coined. Amazingly, Bolender even figured out where in the emission sequence this 1805 fell, as well as the 1804 just offered! 
Naturally, they were coined just after their respected host varieties in 1802 and 1803! Tooling is noted around the first, eighth and ninth 
stars as well, and importantly a small hint was left on Liberty herself, that being a small low area on her drapery just above 5, no doubt 
where the engraver worked off a little too much metal in that area, and nicked or worked into Liberty's drapery while forming the 5 out of 
the 3. Personally, I would have left the doubled lower loop on the 5 as seen on the 3 of this variety if I were the fraudulent engraver! Again, 
it is remarkable that this coin fooled anyone more than a novice, but given the results of the tests by the metalurgical experts, and the hoped 
for location of such a coin after years of seeing the reported mintage of 321 silver dollars from 1805, allowed even Bolender and Ostheimer 
to be sucked into the fantasy created by this made to order rarity. 


Here at last after years of being hidden away, are two of the most famous frauds perpetrated on the numismatic community, the 1804 and 
1805 altered date dollars! Do you believe?

Breen believes it was Longacre himself who 
created all the mispunched dates from the period as he was the 
engraver at the time. Perhaps it was Mint workers who sought 
to undermine Longacre's career at the Mint, by producing 
blunders on every die available when the dates were punched 
into place, the balance of the design elements punched in by 
master hubs. Whoever caused these comedy of errors at least 
produced a large number of very popular varieties for collec- 
tors of today to pursue. Here is a delightful example, the date 
shows minor recutting, but someone obviously flipped the 1 
punch upside down and pounded a portion of it into the field at 
Liberty's neck! The portion of the 1 visible is quite easily 
made out with a magnifier.

Remarkably, 50 were coined back in 1867 for collectors, but where are they 
today? PCGS for all its years of grading has seen 2 of these, just 2. This coin at the top as PR-64, and another way below as PR-55 (being 
mishandled or spent!). NGC has seen a total of 4 pieces, 2 as PF-64, one as PF-65 and one more at the top as PF-66. Obviously, there aren't 
50 out there awaiting to come out of the woodwork! This particular one can be identified by a thin line below TE of TEN, and a tiny short 
lint mark off to the right from the top berry on the branch.

hand involved. Late in 1907 the relief of the design was 
drastically reduced, and Barber's mediocrity won out with 
the help of the Philadelphia Mint bureaucrats. 


Despite Barber's best efforts, the immense talent of man- 
kind shone for a brief couple of months, and Augustus 
Saint Gaudens's rendition of the embodiment of Liberty 
lives on in the high relief and ultra high relief coins. Fur- 
ther, the Saint Gaudens flying eagle is far more majestic 
than any seen since the time of the Greeks, and combined 
with the full frontal walking Liberty on the obverse make 
for a stunning coin. Struck between seven and nine times 
to bring up the finest points of the design elements, these 
medallic works of art are the quintessential American gold 
coin design and remain unsurpassed nearly a century after 
they were coined.

Long ago in 1933 the then current President of these United States saw fit to call in all the gold coins and break the old promise of having 
a fully convertible paper currency. No longer would gold certificates or gold coins be available to business transactions or contractual obli- 
gations. The realm converted to a paper and this contagion spread around the world quickly as governments opted for inflation over gold. 
Inflation defined by Webster's is "an increase in the volume of money and credit relative to available goods resulting in a substantial and 
continuing rise in the general price level". After comparative centuries of monetary stability, the course of paper backed promises took 
hold. Using the a dollar bill as a yard stick, inflation has the effect of cutting a little bit off each year, but always stating the shorter length 
is still "a dollar". The more cut off each year, the more dollars it takes to measure the value of a house, or other goods. As history foretold, 
more and more dollar bills would be printed and spent by needed government programs, and under the iron hand of the rules of inflation, 
soon the dollar would fall in value. Since 1933 the value of a dollar bill has inflated away to approximately 3 cents of 1933 value. Remark- 
ably the duped population believes they are better off, as they see the paper value of their assets, especially their homes, rise year after year 
as the standard unit of measure, the dollar, grew shorter with each measurement. And so, the paper experiment unfolds before us, as it has 
so many times before.

What 
happened is this; a high ranking member of the Oncpapa or 
Hunkpapa Sioux Tribe was chosen to portray a Native Ameri- 
can on this note, so Running Antelope was photographed by 
the Bureau of Ethnology wearing his traditional 3 upright 
eagle feathers bonnet. However, the feathers were too tall to fit 
into the small area on the center of the note, so the Bureau 
decided to use a different war bonnet that was not quite so 
high. The National Museum was contacted and a Pawnee war 


bonnet was procured, and a new photo shoot was ordered of 


Running Antelope. As the other war bonnet was from a rival 
tribe, Running Antelope refused to wear it. Undaunted, the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing used one of its own employ- 
ees to pose with the Pawnee war bonnet, and thus photo- 
graphed, the Bureau then cut the photograph up and placed the 
offending war bonnet on the head of Running Antelope, and 
thus engraved the note we have here.
